SEMI-ANNUAL REPORT OF THE GRAND 
COMMANDER 


This Semi-Annual Conclave of this Grand Commandery 
marks the one hundred and twenty-fifth anniversary of our 
birth, in recognition of which I extend to you a cordial invita- 
tion and later in the day we will listen to our Grand Prelate 
who will give you.a resumé of our achievements. I am pleased 
to report that so far in this administration I have made sixty- 
seven visits, fraternal and otherwise and that we should feel 
proud at the prevailing harmony existent throughout the 
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jurisdiction and while I predict that there will continue to be 
during the year a falling off in our membership owing to the 
recession of world-wide industry, yet I believe that shortly 
there will be an uptrend which will reflect itself creditably to 
Templarism. 


COMMITTEE ON JURISPRUDENCE 


R..E.Sir William H. Emerson stated there was nothing of 
an official character to report, but regretted to announce that 
the chairman, R..E..Sir Frederick I. Dana was ill and this 
was his first absence in twenty-five years. An expression of 
sympathy and good will was ordered despatched to him. 


RECEPTION OF GOVERNOR OF RHODE ISLAND 


His Excellency and Sir Knight Norman S. Case, Governor 
of Rhode Island being announced, the Grand Commander ap- 
pointed an escort of all past Grand Commanders with V..E.-. 
Sir Frederick H. Briggs as chairman who retired and ushered 
him before the Grand Commander who was pleased to officially 
extend the courtesies of the Grand Commandery, in response 
to which the Governor said he was delighted to pay his respects 
to this assemblage because of the Templar ideals and great 
work Templary has done in the building of good citizenry. 
We may never fear, he said from foes from outside or inside. 
The Governor regretted that other engagements forced him 
to retire for he would have been pleased to visit with us during 
the rest of the session. 


The head of each of the Grand bodies paid their compli- 
ments to the Grand Commander, in response to their intro- 


duction. ; 
M.-.W.-.Arthur 8. Vaughn, Grand Master of Masons in 


Rhode Island said it gave him great delight to be presented 
and received, expressed his pleasure at bringing the greetings 
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of 19,000 Masons in Rhode Island, said it was nice to receive 
the heads of the Grand bodies and extended his personal love 
and esteem to the Grand Commander wishing ‘‘God’s richest 
blessings till time shall be no more.” 

The R..E..Grand Commander then introduced [E.-.Sir 
Francis W. Gibbs, our Grand Prelate who delivered the 
following historic address:— 


Right Eminent Grand Commander and Eminent Sir Knights: 


I deem it a great honor to be appointed to bring to you an address under 
the title “our One Hundred and Twenty-fifth Anniversary,” and I am 
glad for the privilege of speaking of Templary in Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island. 

I find it, however, a difficult task because of the time limit set for the 
long and interesting story. When I asked what was wanted, our Grand 
Commander cautioned me not to make it too long, fifteen or twenty 
minutes, and when I began the study for preparation and to figure on the 
possible length of time I might use, I was completely overwhelmed. Know- 
ing that we are living in an age of speed, I first thought I might allow one 
minute to each year, but when that is figured out it would mean an address 
of more than two hours in length. This is altogether too much of even a 
good thing, and here the Grand Commander came to my rescue by saying 
that I should cover only the last twenty-five years, as the first one hundred 
years had been completely covered by our revered Grand Master, the late 
Henry W. Rugg, in his historical address of 1905. You, therefore can be 
congratulated, yet in making the review of so short a time as twenty-five 
years in the time set by the Grand Commander, it will mean full speed 
ahead and never mind the scenery. 

Historian Rugg, in his centennial address, called attention to the con- 
trasts of 100 years ago to 1905, particularly in the matter of transportation 
when members of the new Grand Encampment found it necessary to journey 
from Providence to Boston, which took one full day, where in 1905 the 
steam train could transport one the same distance in sixty minutes. He 
also compared the bare rooms, dimly lighted, with no particular markings 
by way of adornment of furniture or equipment to remind one of Lodge or 
Temple 100 years ago, with the magnificent Temple fully equipped in 
which he was speaking. 

It is wonderful how rapidly changes are effected, for in twenty-five years 
we can make contrasts which are equally striking. The automobile for 
private transportation, the radio for communication, the many beautiful, 
commodious and completely equipped Temples throughout our jurisdic- 
tion, the enormous growth in membership and the complete change in 
methods of conducting our work, all make the contrasts seem great. Think 
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if you will of the Temples at Salem, Lawrence, Lowell, Norwood, Spring- 
field, Quincy, Holyoke, and the one in process of construction at Providence. 
Look at the records of St. Johns Commandery No. 1 and Boston Com- 
mandery No. 2; the first named more than double in membership, in 
1904—772, in 1929—1649; the second 1001 in 1904, 1559 in 1929, with a 
total in the jurisdiction of 14,440 in 1904 and 25,709 in 1929. 

Speaking thus of membership, it is interesting and encouraging to note 
that from ten or twelve members 125 years ago, our Order has grown Eo 
the number of more than 450,000 Sir Knights in the United States. And 
for us of this Grand Commandery to remember that Templary in its organ- 
ized form, had its inception here, it is a matter of both satisfaction and 
pride. Certainly such a body based on Christian principles and ever 
advancing the virtues of fidelity, charity and love must fill a large piece 
in the world’s work. i 

It may be interesting at this point to note the growth in mem 
during the period of twenty-five years. During the nine years previous to 
the outbreak of the World War there was a steady growth averaging 
net gain of 400 each year. The period of five years, 1914-1918, shows au 
average net gain of 300. Then comes the period of rapid growth when in 
six years, 1919 to 1924 inclusive, there was a net gain of 7,208. _The ioe 
1920-21 showing the greatest net gain of 1968 Sir Knights, and it saeeas 
that at this time we had but 49 Commanderies where there were knighte 
2418 candidates. The tide of our prosperity changed in 1925, uo . 
net gain of 175 was recorded, while 1926 showed a net gain of only 32. 
Death, demits and suspension seem to prevail for the ee 10 Sin 
In 1927, with 53 Commanderies, there was knighted and affiliated 710 ie 
Knights, while the loss numbered 857, showing a net loss of 147; by t : 
same process in 1928 the records show a loss of 239, and in 1929 a loss sd 
478 and the smallest number knighted during one year for the whe - this 
of twenty-five years. It is futile to attempt to determine the cause 0 ber 
shrinkage as it is more than probable that it is due to the [Siesta 
the times, combined with the sudden popularity of all eae as 
ing the prosperous years 1920-24. I call attention to these facts mere! st 
a matter of historical interest and not to search for either the cause or | ; 
cure. While it is a matter of great satisfaction to note the eae 
growth of our order, we should also bear in mind that the very tenets is 
our Masonic faith require that we seek quality in character Slag =r i 
scientiously as we do quantity in numbers. The name Knight eS 
carries with it deep significance both as a protector of the Christian religion 
and the means of moral and spiritual growth among men ae a 
Increase in numbers may signify increase of power and enthusiasm, but 
it is well to bear in mind that earnestness and fidelity are the qualities 
needed to forward the cause of truth. 

I do not want to make this a preachment, but we need to have care 
that we do not get into public disrepute or disrespect among Master 
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Masons by our own neglect, or by any expression of our own which would 
lead our fellowmen to understand that the principles of Templary are not 
lived up to and duly respected by each and every Sir Knight. Nothing 
is easier for any institution, organization or individual than to gain 
momentum on the down grade by careless or thoughtless words by way 
of comment and indifference as to attitude and conduct. Our principles 
are vital to the sense of values of human life and the upright, temperate 
and kindly conduct of each Sir Knight. It may seem trite to quote “By 
their fruits ye shall know them,” but it may well apply. By neglect in 
attention and attendance; by complaining of lack of harmony and the 
high cost of Masonry; by voicing petty jealousies and complaining about 
the lack of hospitality and charity; by forgetting that our conduct is 
watched by every man who would measure the worth of Templary as a 
prospective member; by any one of these or by one alone we can all too 
easily start on the downgrade toward unpopularity. 

As we look back, it is with joy that we note the loyalty of the Com- 
manderies at the Triennial gatherings of the Grand Encampment. There 
have been eight of these events during the past twenty-five years and at 
each one our jurisdiction has been represented not only by the Grand 
Officers but as well by the men in line. In 1907, the Triennial at Saratoga 
Springs, N. Y., 18 Commanderies were represented by 977 Sir Knights. 
At this meeting our Past Grand Commander Henry Warren Rugg was 
elected Grand Master of the Grand Encampment. It makes but little 
difference in what part of the country the Triennial is held we find our Com- 
manderies loyal to the Grand Emcampment. This is as it should be for we 
ever remember that here the Grand Encampment found its birth. 

It is of value to note the many fraternal visits between Commanderies, 
a feature not so popular at the present time, the celebrations of St. John’s 
day by way of field days and parades, no less than 32 Commanderies en- 
Joying such social intercourse and display in one of the years. In 1905, 
our 100th Anniversary in Boston with 46 Commanderies and nearly 7,000 
Sir Knights in line, Every year thereafter note is made of many dispensa- 
ons for the purpose of pilgrimages and parades. At Providence, 1915, St. 
John’s day celebration with 14 Commanderies and 1500 Sir Knights. The 
50th Anniversary celebration of Old Colony, Haverhill, Sutton and Bethany 
ee and the 100th Anniversary of Washington Commandery in 

15. The big parade in Providence in 1920 with 48 Commanderies 
and 6743 Sir Knights in line. The frequency of such affairs doubtless had 
much to do with the increasing popularity of Templary and increase in 
membership which reached its high point in 1920-21. 

There have been other public demonstrations worthy of note, the cele- 
ae of the 100th Anniversary of Worcester County Commandery in 

at Worcester, 5837 Sir Knights in line and the centennial of Spring- 
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field Commandery 1926 with more than 5,000 Sir Knights. The celebra- 
tion of the 125th Anniversary of Boston Commandery by an inspection 
and review of the 53 Commanderies in Commonwealth Armory, Allston, 
Mass., March 12, 1927, was unique. Each Commandery sent 26 Knights 
in uniform, with banners, and gave a most wonderful display. The stated 
celebrations which find their incentive and authority in the Grand Com- 
mandery are worthy of note and remembrance as well as continuance, 
and they mark the progress through the years, but the spontaneous fraternal 
visits between Commanderies which now seem to have gone out of style, 
are, after all is said, a source of deepening interest in Templar Masonry 
and create an increased fraternal spirit which is not only worth while, 
but absolutely necessary. , 4 fearat hath 

I find that through the years our Order lives up to its principle of ¢ aa iY 
by many generous acts. In 1906, aid was sent to the ae a ia 
Francisco in amount of $4,500.00. Our beloved M ..E..Gran = er 
Henry W. Rugg, Past Grand Commander of this Grand gee a 
died while in office 1910. A memorial fund was established by the ves 
Encampment and $1,000.00 was contributed by this Grand eee ee 
In 1913, the floods in the Ohio and Mississippi valleys caused ae a 
and suffering and to aid through the Grand pee vi Caine oe 
During 1917, when the Word War was at its height our ie a eRe ite 
voted to underwrite a gift of $20,000.00 to the American e Rita 
well to note here that the Knight Templars of United erga ae 
$178,816.50 as war relief and of this amount our Gat ectiaaie, 
contributed $47,300.00 all of which was contributed Pre e ae ey 
except about $900.00, which was taken from the Gran ee es ate 
disasters in Louisiana, 1927, called for aid, $500.00 was con ri ek Me 
suffering continued and called for further aid, EN Ia aes Ete 
by voluntary contributions from our Commanderies. 1n oes ae 
suffered from hurricane and flood, $250.00 was sent from Bes Saudis 
mandery to assist in re-establishment. These are a few 2 Q Fe oaenie 
acts which show that we are ever ready ‘‘to feed Sate eaaiets 
naked, and bind up the wounds of the afflicted. ny gt alatautee Ge 
portends, simply shows that Templarism gives uae i Bee arbtialy (arven

It is interesting to note the attempts which ae og eae 
the last quarter of a century, to change the dates o! ne Fait ee 
Annual Conclaves. In 1906, this was proposed ani Oe "A nie aaa 
1914 similar propositions were defeated. Again in eee eae a 
to eliminate entirely the Semi-Annual meeting was Rane 
1925 was voted upon and defeated. No less than eight or ten p ; a caaee 
have been made to make some change which nn the CE GE ae 
our Past Grand Commanders would greatly facilitate ne see a 
Grand body and would also give opportunity for holding 
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different cities in the states. With all the other changes and marks of 
progress it is strange the persistence with which the present method is 
continued. 

In 1910, R..E..Grand Commander Burnham recommended a change 
in the manner of Inspections and that all Inspections be at a special con- 
clave called for that purpose “in order that more time can be given for a 
dignified Inspection, and that at every such conclave the long form of 
opening be used.” This was followed from time to time by requests of 
like nature. R.‘.E.:.Sir Blair, Grand Commander 1911, added to this, a 
recommendation of uniform system of records for subordinate Com- 
manderies, and that inspecting officers be given assistance by the selection 
of a Deputy Grand Warder, and that “a manual of Knight Templarism 
and Tactics of our own be established.” This shows that our present 
system of inspections is evolutionary rather than revolutionary. It 
remained for R.’.E.*.Sir Frederick I. Dana in 1915 to make a definite 
proposition regarding Inspections and we all know today the results of 
his efforts and our present system, so praiseworthy and so efficient has 
received plaudits from all outside our jurisdiction who have witnessed it. 
I will not take the time to trace the history of this effective addition to 
Templarism but would earnestly recommend the reading of the 10th 
Annual Report of the Inspector Instructor as will be found in the Pro- 
ceedings of 1927. 

I must call attention to one important addition to Templar service 
which has come in this period of twenty-five years, namely: the Knights 
Templars Educational Foundation. In the Christmas General Orders for 
1921 M.:.E.:.Grand Master Joseph Kyle Orr suggested that some con- 
structive work be carried on by the Order of Knights Templars. This 
was warmly endorsed by our then Grand Commander, R.*.E..*.Sir Henry C. 
Dexter, and was likewise approved by other Grand Commanderies. 
Appointment of committees in the Grand Encampment resulted in the 
formation of a plan to create an Educational Loan Fund, the purpose of 
which is to make small loans to young men and women who are in need 
of money to complete their college education. Not until 1924 was this 
completed and put in operation. A tax of one dollar per capita was levied 
by the Grand Encampment to create the fund, which, it was first proposed, 
would be administered by a committee appointed by the Grand Master. 
This, as we know, was afterward changed, and each jurisdiction was to 
receive and administer its proportionate part. I need not go into detail 
in regard to this, but some time in the near future I hope to have the 
privilege of putting in permanent form under one heading the story of 
the origin and growth of the Educational Foundation. Enough for now 
that we note that the establishment and working of this Foundation is a 
great step in advance for Templarism, being a public and concrete evidence 
that it does not exist for itself. I am proud to add to this that at a meeting 
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of the Trustees of Massachusetts and Rhode Island Educational Founda- 
tion it was reported a gross total of loans made, $150,808.22. 

Our years of life have been interesting and profitable as well as useful. 
The principles and ideals which we uphold are those which strengthen 
both men and nations. We have every reason to feel glad and grateful 
for the place we occupy and while we find considerable satisfaction in the 
fact that American Templary had its beginning here in this jurisdiction, 
and while we have a most honorable record of the past, let us not rest 
upon what has been, rather let us as we gather strength and inspiration 
from the deeds of the noble Knights of other days, press forward to achieve- 
ments new and greater victories in the building of the Kingdom of right- 
eousness which is none other than the Kingdom of God. 

Such is my humble offering, much has been omitted “but such as I 
have I give unto thee.”

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON 
CHARTERS AND DISPENSATIONS 


In GRAND COMMANDERY, 
Provipence, May 13, 1930. 


In relation to the petition of Temple Commandery, No. 48 
of Norwood, Mass., for concurrent jurisdiction with Cyprus 
Commandery, No. 39 of Hyde Park, over the town of Dedham, 
Mass., the Committee on Charters and Jurisdictional Lines 
was called, all the members being present. 

E...Sir Rogers, Generalissimo of Temple Commandery of 
Norwood, was present in place of the Commander, E.:.Sir 
George M. Ellis, who was absent on account of business but 
wrote us under date of April 22nd, sending a very full and 
complete statement of his side of the case for Temple Com- 
mandery. E.-Sir Rogers is a Past Commander of Temple 
Commandery and has evidently a great deal of interest in 
Templarism on account of the fact that he is now serving the 
said Commandery as Generalissimo. His presentation of 
their side was very full and complete. 

Hyde Park Commandery was represented by thirty officers, 
as well as several of their Past Commanders and their Recorder. 
E.-.Sir Heywood of Hyde Park Commandery has evidently 
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been a very busy man and unable to attend fully to his duties 
as Commander of Cyprus Commandery, the place having 
been filled largely by his Generalissimo. 


It is very evident that when the members wished to form 
Temple Commandery and were asking for a permit to with- 
draw from Cyprus Commandery, an agreement was entered 
into by some of their members with Cyprus Commandery to 
the effect that if no objection was raised to their forming a 
Commandery in Norwood, no further requests would ever be 
made, either for release or concurrent jurisdiction over the 
town of Dedham. Two of their Past Commanders knew of 
this agreement and their Recorder read a letter which would 
indicate that such a condition existed, and the fact that there 
was considerable opposition when the matter was first brought 
up in Hyde Park Commandery is evidenced by the fact that 
when the final vote was taken there was no opposition given 
to the Sir Knights of Norwood withdrawing from Cyprus 
Commandery. 


It would appear from evidence presented that some undue 
influence has been used in the town of Dedham by a member 
or members of Temple Commandery to persuade some of the 
Chapter members in that particular town to make an applica- 
tion to Temple Commandery for the orders. This, however, 
was stoutly denied by E.-.Sir Rogers, Cyprus Commandery 
contending that if any Chapter members of Dedham desired 
of their own free will and accord to make application to Temple 
Commandery no objection would be raised by them. 


It would be well to consider just the position that Hyde 
Park Commandery is in and it has some relation to this par- 
ticular petition. It is a matter of fact that the population of 
Hyde Park has been continually changing and at the present 
time the increase is certainly not favorable to Masonry or to 
applications in Templar Masonry. While they have con- 
current jurisdiction with the Commanderies in the Boston 
Jurisdiction, naturally there is no application made from this 
particular district and they have to rely largely upon the town 
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of Hyde Park for any increase which may take place in Tem- 
plarism in Cyprus Commandery. 

Your Committee was given to understand that if any mem- 
bers in Dedham of their own accord, without undue influence, 
desired to present their petition to Temple Gommandery they 
would readily grant a release after inquiring carefully into the 
matter. With this understanding your Committee would 
recommend that matters remain as they are for a year at least 
when, if the parties in question desire, they might petition for 
further hearing, which will be granted.

Regarding the petition of Newburyport Commandery for 
concurrent jurisdiction with .St. George Commandery of 
Beverly over the town of Ipswich. : 

Both Commandetries were well represented by their officers 
and Past Commanders and the case ably presented from both 
sides. It would appear that the distance from Ipswich to 
Newburyport and Beverly is practically the same. The means 
of transportation differs but very little. If anything, ine 
transportation by rail would probably be somewhat in favor 
of Beverly owing to the fact that there is quite a late og 
from Beverly to Ipswich, whereas the last train leaving New- 
buryport for Ipswiely is about 7.30 in the evening. However, 
at the present time traveling between the two places is mostly 
done by auto and very little dependence put upon public con- 
veyances. 

This is the third time this petition has been before your 
Committee. On the other two occasions we felt that Beverly 
should be given every possible opportunity to make members 
from Ipswich. However, so far as evidence went to show 
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there have been no members go to Beverly from Ipswich for 
several years,—in fact no application has been made by 
Chapter members at Ipswich to Newburyport Commandery, 
owing to the fact that the feeling was that no dispensations 
would be granted. 

Now, Ipswich has a Chapter of 154 members and there must 
be some particular reason why more Commandery members 
are not created from material presented by this Chapter. We 
feel, therefore, that no injustice will be shown St. George Com- 
mandery if concurrent jurisdiction over Ipswich was granted 
to Newburyport Commandery with St. George of Beverly, 
and we would so recommend.

The accompanying reports of the Executive Secretary and 
of the Secretary-Treasurer of the Educational Foundation tell 
the story of the year and deserve the careful perusal of all 
Eminent Sir Knights. They plainly show the growth of this 
educational and philanthropic work, and lead one to ponder 
over and marvel at this magnificent undertaking going on 
over the breadth of our beloved land under the sponsoring in- 
fluence of the Grand Encampment. 

Though in operation for but a few years, the results already 
apparent are great. Their influence for good upon the charac- 
ter and development of the country will inevitably be felt. 
This work can well be considered to be among the most potent 
influences emanating from our Order for promoting our ideals 
and upbuilding American civilization. 

Our funds are increasing somewhat over twenty-five thou- 
sand dollars a year, and as time goes on and knowledge of the 
Fund becomes more widespread applications for all available 
moneys are being received. Painstaking and sympathetic in- 
vestigation and consideration are given to each application, 
and loans are granted as in the wisdom of the Trustees seems 
to be best for the individual applicant and also for the Founda- 
tion as a whole. Not all young people realize the depressing 
effect of debt, and some would blithely assume responsibilities 
which would surely weigh them down When their obligations 
should mature. Each application carries in its train abundant 
correspondence before it is granted or denied, and each loan is 
a preliminary to perhaps years of follow-up work. 

This is no cold-blooded proposition. It must be administered 
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with business judgment tempered by a sympathy with and 
knowledge of youth, its nature and its psychology. It demands 
from its executive official the possession of wisdom and tact 
and facility of expression in the written word above that 
possessed by the average man. F ;

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REPORT OF THE TREASURER OF THE KNIGHTS 
TEMPLARS EDUCATIONAL FOUNDATION 


To the Right Eminent Grand Commander, the Oyficers and 
Members of the Grand Commandery of Knights EL ed 
and the Appendant Orders of Massachusetts and Rhode Island: 


The Educational Foundation has completed its sixth year of 
service, with results mutually gratifying to the Board of 
Trustees and their beneficiaries. We believe a clearer under- 
standing of the object of this fund and the method of its 
administration now exists among the members of the Craft, 
the colleges and the students. Funds have become sufficient 
to establish in advance quotas for loan disbursements in Sep- 
tember and in January, and for expenses and emergencies. ‘ 

The increasing popularity of the Fund is evidenced by the 
fact that on the closing of the files on August first there has 
registered with the Executive Secretary 95 applications, a a 
ling $30,750. ‘The quota for Fall loans was eae eine 
approximately the amount of 1930 assessments plus : e se

not limited, as some may suppose, to students of oute ci ee 
ability. It is the belief of your Trustees that eventually : 
average and even the slower student’s achievements are ai 
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praiseworthy as his more talented colleague’s and that he 
should be given the same opportunities. Frequently an appli- 
cant is woefully uncertain of his plans for the future, or he is 
already heavily in debt, to such a degree that a contribution 
from us would in later life prove a hindrance rather than a 
help. Again, his need may be less dire than that of many 
others who are further advanced in their training and whose 
plans are well formulated. 

We shall be in a position in January to consider more appli- 
cations. Already 18 such, amounting to over $5000 have 
been filed. As our files do not close until December, these 
figures indicate an over-subscription of our January allot- 
ment, which will consist of one-third of the amount received 
last year from the Grand Fund, plus such other funds as may 
be available for distribution after ample provision has been 
made for the necessary expenses of the coming year and un- 
foreseen contingencies. 

It is to be noted that the expenses of administration have in 
no year since the inception of the Foundation exceeded the 
maximum of 20 cents per capita established by the Grand 
Commandery. It is easy to understand that the work of 
administration increases yearly as the Foundation extends the 
scope of its activities, and that the expenses are bound to 
increase proportionately. Your Board of Trustees respectfully 
request that the Right Eminent Grand Commander and this 
Grand Commandery study this situation with the view of 
recommending more latitude in the matter. 

It is interesting to note the increase each year in repayments 
from students and the total amount annually due from them. 
There is due upon notes at this time $13,501.08, representing 
114 accounts. Of this amount $9,615.08 did not become due 
until July Ist, 1930. The balance became due as follows:

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From the foregoing tabulation it is seen that the amount 
overdue is but slightly over 28 per cent of the whole amount 
due. This is represented in 42 accounts, showing that the 
1930 instalment only is due upon the remaining 72 accounts. 
It must be borne in-mind that many students have already 
made their 1930 payments and that these are not considered 
in the above figures. Considering that no collateral is asked or 
accepted and that all loans are made entirely upon the honor 
of the recipient, we believe this to be an unusually good record. 
Many of the students who are in arrears have legitimate rea- 
sons, the delay of others is due doubtless to the human tend- 
ency to procrastinate. While it is not the policy of your 
Trustees to harass students, neither do they condone their 
negligence, but frequently remind them of their obligations 
and in varying degrees of severity. The laxity of some is 
offset to some extent by the promptness of others, many 
beneficiaries anticipate their payments, 31 having paid their 
loans in full. It may not be understood that repayments do 
not start until one year after graduation and that they are 
then made in four annual payments of 10, 20, 30, and 40 per 
cent. I think the stupendous task of keeping in touch with 
So many persons over a period of years is not generally real- 
ized nor the amount of work involved in accurately keeping 
suitable records of the varying due dates of the instalments. 
This is but one of the many duties devolving upon our Execu- 
tive Secretary, to whom your Trustees are ever grateful. 

In conclusion, permit me to thank our Right Eminent Grand 
Commanders and Officers, and my associate members of the 
Board of Trustees for their co-operation and our Sir Knights 


for their contributions which have made this splendid work a 
reality.

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have been heard from without making payment. It should 
be remembered, however, that only four out of the total 
number have not paid anything and that only five other 
accounts have been considered as uncollectible and crossed 
off as loss. 

The matter of repayment of loans is well worth considering 
and insisting that it be done. The financial integrity of the 
borrower is worth a great deal in establishing character and 
standing. I find that college authorities are quite insistent 
that the reputation of the college be sustained by their gradu- 
ates meeting their obligations. It is harmful to the student 
borrower and against the purpose of our Foundation to be 
easy or neglectful in this important matter. 

For each loan made, we have sent a notice to the Com- 
mander of the Commandery in whose jurisdiction the student 
resides. Very little attention has been ‘paid to such notices 
so farasI know. Yet this notification affords an opportunity 
for real friendly service and Knightly courtesy. By personal 
attention or by appointing some Sir Knight, the Commander 
can make each boy or girl feel that they have real supporters 
in their endeavor to secure an education, which in most of 
the cases we deal with, is carried on with a considerable handi- 
cap. We, as the Educational Foundation, take the first step 
in assisting with a small sum of money, but to complete this 
service, a friendly and encouraging word, a courteous call at 
the home showing an interest in the student, will cement a 
ae of brotherly kindness and will renee the student. 
; ach year and particularly this year, we have had requests 
for assistance which have become near demands. However 
insistent may be the efforts of friends of applicants, it should 
be remembered that such an important and responsible work 
as we are conducting cannot be well and rightly done without 
pitas method and established rules which must be 
: pi to. We learn each year from experience what is wise 
to es and what not to do. Out of such experience and in 
ie ice to all concerned, definite method is adopted. As 

tustees of other people’s money it is imperative that steps 
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be taken to safely administer that money and be governed by 
definite rules. It should not be expected that anything 
resembling a demand would meet with favor. 

It is informing to note that out of the 95 applications re- 
ceived during the past summer, 64 are from children whose 
parents or guardians are related to the Masonic Fraternity. 
This shows that while we make no distinctions in this regard, 
the members of the Fraternity are keenly aware of the advan- 
tages the Foundation offers. 

We have now come to a point where we shall be able to 
increase the service we render by more particular attention 
to each beneficiary. With the movement of the office to the 
Temple in Boston and giving full time of the Executive Secre- 
tary, opportunity will be had for giving this large and helpful 
work the large and helpful service it deserves. 

I attach to this a statistical report which shows the condi- 
tion of the Fund as my accounts reveal. 

I again express my sincere appreciation of the wise and 
careful work of the courteous and honorable men who com- 
pose the Board of Trustees. I thank them for their unfailing 
interest and hearty co-operation. 

I cannot close this report without thanking all who have 
assisted in the work, the Commanders, and Recorders of the 
several Commanderies and particularly my office assistant 
who has proved herself to be a faithful and efficient worker 
and wise counselor. Her work shows a complete understand- 
ing of the purpose of the Foundation and a neatness and 
correctness which receives the commendation of the auditors.

Re: to amendment offered by E.-.Sir Charles W. Pike, Past 
Commander of St. Omer Commandery, No. 21, as follows: 


“That Sec. 2, Art. XII of the Constitution of this Grand 
Commandery be amended by dropping the entire Section 
and substituting the following: “Every subordinate Com- 
mandery shall make annually to the Grand Recorder on or 
before the first day of October a return of the roll of its 
Officers and Members and of all Candidates for the Orders 
accepted or rejected up to and including August 31st next 
preceding, and pay to this Grand Commandery five dollars 
for every Companion receiving the Illustrious Order of the 
Red Cross and fifty cents for every member returned, and 
from the sum thus collected shall be paid the assessment of 
five cents for every member levied by the Grand Encamp- 
ment. So long as the educational regulation of the Grand 
Encampment shall remain in force, an additional sum of 
$1.00. for each member returned shall be paid by each 
Commandery. The total of this $1.00 assessment shall be 
used for Educational purposes. A Commandery failing to 
make said annual return on the first day of October shall 
pay a penalty of twenty-five dollars.”

REPORT OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE 
UNIFORM COATS

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: If strict military usage has found comfort and practicability 
in these changes, how much more reason for us to make similar 
changes. 


There is no halo around the present form of our coats, 
except since about 70 years ago when it was adopted and 
then not generally used until many years after. Generally, 
our Sir Knights of old used the then common dress coat—the 
Prince Albert as a uniform coat. 


As far as we are concerned at the present the standing collar 
adds nothing to the average Sir Knight in appearance. We 
offer no personal criticism when we say we have Sir Knights 
and officers of all shapes, heights, sizes, thick necks, long 
necks, hump-backs, protruding stomachs, and cave-ins. While 
a roll collar will not make these fraters over to beauty of 
physical set-up, we do maintain a vast improvement would 
ensue if turned-down linen collars could be worn, the kind of 
collars they are used to. , 


; We realize that it is not practical to change the uniform coat 
in this respect, except over a long period—but a start can be 
made at least with the Officers of Grand Commandery and 
Commanders of Commanderies. 

For all the reasons stated and many more, this would be a 
welcome change for comfort and convenience ‘fa these officers. 
They wear these coats constantly under excessive requirements 
of tactics, ritual and business. To Grand Commandery Officers 
and Past Grand Commanders, the present fatigue coat with its 
choker standing collar, tight-fitting, and absence of pockets is 
more of the character of a prison straight jacket than a fatigue 
uniform. 

We append herewith specifications for dress and fatigue coats 
which we recommend for optional use by members of Grand 
Commandery and by Commanders of Commanderies. In re- 
spect to the fatigue coat we recommend its optional indorse- 
ments for all Sir Knights. We do not recommend the absolute 
requirement of these new coats, we recommend that they may 
be worn by the officers specified if they so desire. , 
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Recuiation Dress Coat 


Add to item specification of collar, page 172, optional. ‘“In 
place of stand-up collar the coat may be made with roll 
collar.” This will not apply to Generalissimo Captain General, 
other officers and Sir Knights. 


Fatiaur Coat 

Add page 173 above Insignia of rank on sleeve. Optional. 

“A close fitting sack coat of black cloth or serge; single- 
breasted; roll collar, corner square; four black buttons. Coat 
to have shoulder straps of cloth fashioned with one black 
button; sleeves, plain with two small black buttons each; 
pockets, two regulation army patch on breast, two large 
patches on each side at bottom; breast pockets, five and one- 
half inches by five and one-half inches, six inches deep, one and 
one-half inch plait flat scalloped to center, two inches wide at 
point; side pockets, seven and one-half inches wide on top, 
nine inches wide bottom, eight and one-half inches deep, flap 
three inches, center flap at back nine inches, and coat skeletoned 
lined. 

INSIGNIA 

The shoulder strap will carry following Insignia: Grand 
Commandery Templar cross of gilt wire, red plush center for 
active officers, purple center for members of Grand Encamp- 
ment. Passion Cross is gilt wire, red plush center for Past 
Commanders, green plush center for Commanders. Insignia on 
sleeves of black mohair soutache, same as specified page 173, 
Fatigue Cap (optional but to be worn with Fatigue Coat as 
specified). Pershing style of black serge, two inch black mo- 
hair braid band, five-eighths inch gilt wire lace strap insignia 
from same as in shoulder strap of coat.

To Grand Commandery: 


The thirteenth report of your Inspector Instructor is here. 
As to the merits of our system it needs no further discussion 
now. It can speak for itself. It has been through the fires of 
experience, without much change. At least it has lived. At 
the worst no better plan has been suggested. To say no more 
it has brought some order out of chaos. 

Reaching down into the fundamentals of our Order the ques- 
tion of all our plans revolve around the fact of whether the 
Order is to be an efficient arm for the continued service of our 
ideals, or whether it will degenerate into an organization of 
simply pleasurable social contacts for self gratification and 
notoriety. Shall we serve or shall we play? The true answer 
is service with play, and order and organization in both. 
Never the twain may part. Order in our ideals through ritual 
and tactics has been established. Order in our social contacts, 
a worthy adjunct, is still chaotic.. The time for welding these 
two vital factors together in this jurisdiction has arrived and 
we are glad our Officers are preparing plans along these lines. 

So this report will not deal in any extended form with the 
details of the past year of Inspections. It will be sufficient to 
say that they have been in an increasing manner highly satis- 
factory. As the years roll by our standards of marking have 
grown higher and more severe, but the efficiencies of work in 
ritual and tactics have kept step with the higher standards 
demanded. No year has shown better results—even none so 
good. What more can be said? Let the good work go on. 
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DIVISION COMMANDERS AND OFFICERS 


As the value of any inspection system depends as much on 
the general line of Officers, both of the Commanderies and 
Grand Commandery, may it be said without personal reflection 
on any Officer, that our old established practice of appointment 
and election of line Officers together with the precedent now 
very firmly established of advancement year by year, step by 
step, without much regard to efficiency from the lowest to the 
highest office is fast assuming a positive hindrance to effective 
administration. This applies not only to our inspection system 
but to all and every type of our work. 

Why Sir Knights seek office and then render no service, nor 
seek to acquire knowledge of our aims, nor exercise proficien- 
cies of leadership, is past comprehension. No one of experience 
or discernment can deny we have such Officers— Officers that 
can hardly deny the fact, yes, many that admit it yet they stay 
on year by year, a barrier to good work, and expect and demand 
that they stay in line to reach our highest offices of leadership, 
simply by the excuse that once being appointed or elected they 
therefore have a right to advancement. 

Another precedence of major importance along these lines 
seems to have become firmly established—namely, the practice 
of demanding as regards Commanderies, that appointive offi- 
cers shall represent district or geographical units—that Ce 
garding Grand Commandery line they shall represent Bou a 
particular Commandery and a geographical unit or district. 
All this many times without reference to ee dh. 
simply a jolly good fellow. And so we get a jolly oe ae 
mandery—a jolly good selfish Fraternity and our ideals is "ser 
vice in the general welfare of all become and end as nothings, 
as far as they are concerned. 

Such practices and precedents detract seriously from the 
efficiency of all our work. They dull the interest and enthu- 
siasm of our members and drive our able and qualified Sir 
Knights from the vigorous leadership our Order so sorely needs 
at this and at all times. 
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In conclusion, may we not be misunderstood in this matter. 
We have a fine Grand Commandery. We have many splendid 


“Officers and leaders. We are not without good works, but time 


changeth all things, precedents of minor importance grow to 
major significance, to vital import. To see ahead—to provide 
for the future—to increase our efficiency—to grow in all good 
things—to discard the non-effectives and non-essentials—to 
sense the red flags of danger and disaster—these are duties 
incumbent upon those who love our Order. In a word what 
we need are Officers of the highest qulaifications of leadership 
irrespective of age, residence or membership of a particular 
Commandery, and no precedence of position or length of pre- 
vious service should bar the way to their rapid and highest 
advancement. 


JURISDICTION 


The subject of exclusive jurisdictions is still operating to the 
disadvantage of our welfare both in the details of our work and 
the general prosperity of our Order. It is a difficult proposition 
to solve to the satisfaction of all concerned as no general rule 
of obtaining relinquishment of jurisdiction seems possible of 
general operation, when flat refusal to relinquish is persistently 
voted. 

We realize that the object, fundamentally, of exclusive juris- 
dictions is to protect the immediate welfare of the individual 
Commanderies, but we. are beginning to realize that in the 
changed conditions of modern life the social contacts are in- 
creasingly bound up in many cases with business contacts, and 
to demand that the fraternity association be limited by the 
actual residence is to destroy in a very large measure the urge 
of much valuable material to join at all. 

Conditions that operate to keep good applicants out of our 
Order should be changed and we who are in the Order should be 
big and broad enough to change them. The general prosperity 
and strengthening of our Order is far above the petty elements 
of local pride of individual Commanderies. This question 
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must, can and will be settled to the satisfaction of all. We 
have only to recognize the obligations of our own vows. Con- 
current jurisdiction will not solve in general this modern 
problem. It is a problem to be solved by study of each indi- 
vidual case and an earnest desire to be fair, a willingness to 
sacrifice for the good of all, and to let those in whose leadership 
the Order rests, advise and decide. 


INSPECTION 


The same corps of Inspectors, viz. E.-.Sir Knight Hervey 
Mason, Deputy; R.-.E..Sir Knight James A. Gunn, Assistant, 
and E..Sir Knight Kenneth C. Grinslade, Assistant, have 
carried on the work with efficiency; under circumstances of 
personal inability at times on my part, in a manner to deserve 
not only my personal thanks and gratification but the com- 
mendation of Grand Commandery as a whole. : 

Our inspection system no longer depends, if it ever did, upon 
one or a small group of Sir Knights. We have scores of Sir 
Knights enthusiastic, amply able and well qualified to carry on 
this work. ‘The work is arduous and sometimes hard but the 
results have been as a whole splendid and for this reason if for 
no other, very pleasant.

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An examination of this table will show that no previous year 
has excelled or equalled the same result. The general average 
of marks reaches the surprising figure of practically nine plus 
or ninety per cent efficiency including fifty-three Commanderies.

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ALABAMA, 1930 


The Seventieth Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery 
of Alabama was convened in the City of Dothan, April 23, 
1930. 

It is interesting to note that the Grand Commander is much 
disappointed with their present Inspection System and his 
recommendation to abolish same and institute another form, 
was adopted by Grand Commandery. Three dispensations 
were issued and several minor decisions rendered. One of the 
dispensations granted was contrary to Templar Law and was 
so reported by the Jurisprudence Committee later in the 
Conclave. A number of Schools of Instruction have been held 
in the several Districts of the Jurisdiction and the Grand 
Commander is pleased at the results. 

The Finance Committee recommend a budget of $6,100.00 
which will leave a balance on hand in the General Fund of 
$627.16. 

The Educational Foundation Committee report a total of 
53 loans made during the year amounting to $9,090.00, leaving 
a balance on hand available for loans of $2,101.96. We will 
quote one paragraph from their report which we consider 
pertinent: “Nothing yet has been charged off as total loss 
but there are some who pay no attention to repeated efforts 
to even secure partial payments. Every year, your Committee 
iS more impressed with the importance of thorough investiga- 
tion and carefulness in the safeguarding of these funds as there 
Seems to be a growing desire on the part of students (mostly 
young men) who have gone away to our colleges, no doubt, 
with all financial arrangements completed to obtain from this 
fund extra money to better their facilities in the social activi- 
ties of College life.” 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Recorder we find a 
total membership of 7305; net loss for the year 505. Their 
loss of 648 by suspension for non-payment of dues is the heav- 
iest percentage we have found in a Jurisdiction of this size. 

The Seventy-First Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
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mandery of Alabama will be held in the City of Huntsville, 
April 22, 1931. 


Arizona, 1930 


The Thirty-seventh Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Arizona was convened in the Asylum of Douglas 
Commandery in the City of Douglas, February 10, 1930. We 
assume that the Grand Recorder has the duty of issuing the 
Proceedings and we congratulate him upon his promptness as 
our copy reached us on March 10th, just a month after the 
Conclave was held. On the evening preceding the Annual 
Conclave, the members of the Grand Commandery, escorted 
by the Sir Knights of Arizona Commanderies marched in 
formation to St. Stevens’ Episcopal Church where religious 
services were conducted by the Grand Prelate, E.-.Sir and 
Rev. James R. Jenkins. 

The Annual Address of Grand Commander Howell is very 
short but we find he has visited all the Commanderies in his 
Jurisdiction during the year and is pleased at their condition. 
We cannot find that any dispensations were granted or deci- 
sions made. He has co-operated with the Grand Encampment 
in their desire to have Committees appointed on Suspensions 
and Demits and these Committees are now in operation. In 
addition to this program he fecls a Committee should be 
appointed in every Commandery to sell Templarism to 
Chapter Masons. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Recorder we find a 
total membership in the Grand Commandery of Arizona of 
766. Net gain for the year 13. There are seven Commanderies 
in the Jurisdiction with a membership running from 33 in the 
smallest Commandery, up to 227 in the largest. 

Grand Treasurer Sawyer reports receipts with balance on 
hand of $7,018.66; Disbursements $1,820.17; leaving a balance 
on hand with the Treasurer of $5,198.49, which is divided as 
follows: General Fund $1,138.38; Triennial Fund $320.85; 
Educational Foundation $3,739.26. 

Following a recommendation of the Grand Commander the 
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following Resolution was proposed and adopted by Grand 
Commandery: “Resolved That: The incoming Grand Com- 
mander appoint a Special Committee of at least one Sir Knight 
from each subordinate Commandery to be known as the Com- 
mittee on the Promotion of Templarism, to devise methods 
and ways and means for the increase of membership and pro- 
motion of Templarism.” 

The next Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery of 
Arizona will be held in the City of Globe, February 9, 1931.

ARKANSAS, 1930 


The Fifty-eighth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Arkansas was held in the Asylum of Rogers Com- 
mandery in the City of Rogers, May 20-21, 1930. 

The Annual Address of Grand Commander Becker shows 
conscientious attention to the duties of his office and he does 
not hesitate to express his views of existing conditions in his 
Commanderies as he found them. Five dispensations were 
granted, two refused, and two decisions rendered. He sus- 
pended an Eminent Commander from the functions of his 
office as Commander after finding that the Eminent Sir had 
been suspended in his Chapter for non-payment of dues in 
1924. In this case the Generalissimo was ordered to act as 
Commander for the balance of the year. After a personal in- 
vestigation into the affairs of Olivet Commandery, No. 20, he 
arrested their Charter and arrangements were made to issue 
demits to all members of Olivet Commandery in good standing. 
All of these drastic but necessary actions were approved by 
Grand Commandery. Under Condition of the Order he says: 

There seems to be a lack of spirit and interest in too many 
of the Commanderies both among the officers and Sir Knights. 
Several of the Commanderies are dormant, a few totally dead, 
and my conclusion is that the interests of Templary would be 
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enhanced by the Charters being taken up or consolidated with 
some nearby, active Commandery.” It is certainly refreshing 
to locate a Grand Commander, who, finding such conditions 
in his Jurisdiction, has the courage to report in full to his 
Grand Commandery and present the proper recommendations 
to rectify the situation. 

Grand Recorder Fay Hemstead reports @ total membership 
in Arkansas of 2,582. Net loss for the year 88. One hundred 
were knighted, while forty were demitted and one hundred and 
forty suspended for non-payment of dues. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer we find 
receipts with balance on hand of $12,536.11; Disbursements 
$6,115.88; leaving a balance on hand in the General Fund of 
$6,420.23. 

The Educational Foundation have made a total of seventeen 
loans during the year amounting to $3,400.00. We note with 
regret that this Committee print the names of the borrowers 
in the Proceedings. 

R..E..Sir Fay Hemstead submits his twenty-second report 
on Templar Review covering forty-three Grand Jurisdictions 
in thirty-three pages. Needless to say his reviews are vety 
short but he has the happy faculty of picking out essentials. 
About three quarters of a page is devoted to Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island and he evidently does not like our method 
of printing all the names of the members of our Grand Com- 
mandery and indicating with a star those who were present. 
He remarks that he does not have time to stop and count the 
stars to find out how many were actually present and we will 
merely comment that the matter in question is not of sufficient 
importance to waste much time upon. We like this method 
and of course are sorry our good frater does not. 

The Fifty-ninth Annual Conclave of the Grand Command- 
ery of Arkansas will be held in the City of Helena on the third 
Tuesday in May, 1931.

The Seventy-second Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of California was convened in the New Scottish Rite 
Temple, Oakland, April 10-11, 1930. Many distinguished 
guests were in attendance including Past Grand Master 
Vallery, Most Worshipful Grand Master Wollenberg of the 
Grand Lodge of California and Grand High Priest Clark of 
the Grand Chapter of California. 

The Grand Commander’s Report is a very complete and 
well written document occupying thirty pages of the Pro- 
ceedings and is well worth reading, particularly that part which 
pertains to Rejection of Candidates. He feels their Laws 
should be amended to prohibit the conferring of any Order or 
Orders upon a candidate within less than a week of the date 
on which he is elected to membership, but subject to the power 
of the Grand Commander to issue a 
the earlier conferring of the Orders in 
approved by Juris:

Upon approval of the Finance Committee it was voted to 
appropriate the sum of $500.00 to the furnishings account of 
the Masonic Clubhouse of the University of California at Los 
Angeles. 


The Educational Foundation Committee are doing a fine 
piece of constructive work and have been incorporated accord- 
ing to the laws of the State of California with a simple, but 
workable, set of by-laws adopted. The Foundation is, there- 
fore, legally constituted to accept gifts, devises and bequests 
of money and property, to be held and used for the purposes 
of the Foundation. It may be made the beneficiary under the 
terms and provisions of wills and life insurance policies. One 
hundred and forty-eight loans were made during the year 
amounting to $28,340.00. Balance on hand $35,928.96 which 
to us seems rather a large balance for a Fund of this nature. 

Considerable space is devoted to their Inspection System 
and certain contemplated changes in the handling of same 
but as this is of local interest only, we will not comment and 


the same applies to a number of changes in their Grand Com- 
mandery Laws. 


Grand Recorder Thomas A. Davis submits his usual fine 
Report on Templar Review which occupies one hundred pages 
of the volume. Massachusetts and Rhode Island is cour- 
teously reviewed in three pages with a quotation from our 
report of last year for which we thank him. 


Deputy Grand Master Perry W. Weidner delivered a mas- 
terly address, just before the adjournment of Grand Com- 
mandery, on matters pertinent to Templary and to Masonry 
generally. We are pleased to quote one paragraph which, 
coming from such high authority, should give us food fon care- 
ful thought and encourage immediate action to rectify; Years 
ago the Lodge and the Commandery were the gathering places 
for social intercourse among the Knights and the brethren. 
That is not so any more and in many places it is a forgotten 
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practice and our membership is permitted to drift away from 
the opportunity of contacts that are most valuable.” 
The Seventy-third Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 


mandery of California will be held in the City of San Francisco, 
April 23-24, 1931. 


Canapa 1929 


The Forty-sixth Annual Assembly of the Sovereign Great 
Priory of Canada was held at Montreal, Quebec, August 20-21, 
1929. The attendance at the Assembly was unusually large. 
Representatives were present from all parts of the Dominion 
= 4 west as Prince Rupert, B. C., and as far east as Sydney, 

The Supreme Grand Master had visited twenty-four of the 
Preceptories during the year, traveling over 9000 miles to 
accomplish this worthy object. During his trip he visited a 
number of those who are being helped by the Knight Templar 
Orphans’ Fund and in this connection says: ‘Hach visit does 
but deepen the conviction of the good work which this Order 
is doing by this Fund, and of the value to and the appreciation 
by the families who are being helped. In not one instance 
have I entertained any doubt whatever of the wisdom of our 
policy; I only wish that more’money were available and we 
could develop on a still larger scale.” Fifty-one dispensations 
were issued and five decisions or rulings made. Under the 
head of Recommendations he speaks at length and strongly 
urges that the Grand Master be permitted to grant dispensa- 
tions when a Preceptory wishes to proceed to an outlying 
section of its territorial Jurisdiction to confer the Orders. 
Canada is as yet but sparsely settled and conditions which are 
perfectly fitting in densely populated districts do not apply in 
the case of several preceptories who have groups of members 
residing more than a hundred miles away from the seat of the 
Preceptory. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Chancellor we find a 


total membership in the Great Priory of 12,170. Net loss for 
the year 140.

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The Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer shows receipts 
with balance on hand of $22,198.86; Disbursements $11,965.59; 
leaving a balance on hand in the General Fund of $10,233.27; 
Invested Funds $61,000.00. 

The Secretary-Treasurer of the Knights Templar Orphans’ 
Fund reports receipts during the year of $6,030.86; Disburse- 
ments to Orphans $4,077.50; leaving a balance on hand of 
$27,461.00. We once more congratulate our Canada fraters 
upon this splendid objective and the efficient manner in which 
the Fund is being administered. 

Many pages of the Proceedings are devoted to the reports of 
the Provincial Grand Priors who take their duties seriously. 
These reports are very complete and we wish more of our own 
Knights might have our opportunity of studying same. 

The Report on Templar Review is by R..E..Sir Knight 
George E. Parkes and occupies eighty pages of the volume. 
This is his first review and we must pause to congratulate him 
upon a complete and well written document. Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island is thoroughly reviewed in three pages. 

The Forty-seventh Annual Assembly of the Sovereign

The Fifty-fourth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Colorado was convened in the Masonic Temple, 
Denver, September 20, 1929, with all Officers present with the 
exception of the Grand Senior Warden. As we open this 
volume we find a full page portrait of R..E..Sir James C. 
Burger, Grand Commander 1929-1930, perhaps better known 
to us in New England as Past Imperial Potentate of the 
Shrine. To quote our Colorado fraters: “His natural ability, 
his wide experience in many lines of activity, and his dis- 
position to make others happy which endears him to all wee 
come in contact with him, all indicate his successful adminis- 
tration of the office of Grand Commander.” 
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The Annual Address of Grand Commander McMillan is a 
short document but it is evident that he has taken his duties 
seriously and has done all in his power to increase interest in 
Templarism throughout his Jurisdiction. Evidently no dis- 
pensations were granted or refused, and no decisions were 
rendered. The Jurisdiction has been divided into nine Divi- 
sions with a Grand Officer, from the Deputy down to the Grand 
Captain of the Guard, as Inspector. This system is working 
out in a satisfactory manner and the Grand Commander 
recommends the continuance of this program. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer we find 
receipts with balance on hand of $22,639.01; Disbursements 
$12,893.51; leaving a balance on hand in the General Fund of 
$9,745.50; Triennial Fund $4,711.13. 

Grand Recorder Cooper reports a total membership of 
4,642. Net loss for the year 122. 

Several Amendments to Laws were proposed and adopted 
by Grand Commandery but as these are of local interest only 
we will not report them. 

The Educational Loan Fund Committee reports a total of 
120 loans made during the year amounting to $11,200.00. 
Balance on hand available for loans $148.84. We will quote 
this interesting paragraph: “The most interesting situation of 
this Fund is that the Treasurer will report that there is nota 
single loan counted as lost. Further, the students have re- 
turned this year $3,333.25 as against $5,371.50 received from 
the Grand Recorder, all demonstrating that the confidence 
reposed in our students is safely reposed.”’

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Connecticut, 1930 


The One Hundred and Third Annual Conclave of the Grand 
Commandery of Connecticut was convened in the City of 


“New London, May 6, 1930. The volume opens with a fine steel 


engraving of R.-...Sir Charles Hadlai Hull, Grand Com- 
mander 1929-1930 and is followed by a biographical sketch 
which shows a full and active life both in Masonry and in the 
service of his country. He was commissioned a Captain in 
1917 and appointed Adjutant of his regiment when he went to 
France in 1918. Since 1923 he has been a Lieutenant Colonel 
of Field Artillery assigned to the 192nd Field Artillery. As 
usual in this Jurisdiction, a large number of distinguished 
guests were present at the Conclave, including R..E.-.Sir 
Bently S. Powers, Past Grand Commander of New York and 
Personal Representative of the Most Eminent Grand Master. 

Grand Commander Hull visited all of his constituent Com- 
manderies, granted five dispensations and rendered a number 
of minor decisions. Due to the illness of Grand Treasurer Coe, 
R..E..Sir Hull authorized E.-.Sir B.S. Coe, to carry on in the 
place of his father both as Grand Treasurer and Treasurer of 
the Educational Foundation. 

From their financial report we find receipts with balance on 
hand of $11,269.34; Disbursements $10,847.43; leaving a 
balance on hand in the General Fund of $421.91; Invested 
Funds $20,761.14. 

Grand Recorder Barber reports a total membership in the 
Jurisdiction of 6,541. Net loss for the year 88. 

Our old friend, Past Commander F. Ward DeKlyn is now 
Grand Inspector of Connecticut and is evidently doing a fine 
piece of work. He had planned to have the Order of the Red 
Cross conferred during this session of the Grand Commandery 
but it could not be arranged. He intends to do this next year 
and says it will give an opportunity for discussion and many 
matters can be settled to the advantage of all. 3 i 

Upon recommendation of the Jurisprudence Committee it 
was voted that the Permanent Regulations be amended to read 
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as follows: ‘The Grand Recorder shall procure a Jewel for each 
retiring Grand Commander, and have same ready for presenta- 
tion at the Annual Conclave of this Grand Commandery, also, 
that a steel engraving of the retiring Grand Commander be 
procured and bound in the Proceedings.” 

The Educational Foundation Committee present the 
shortest report of any that have come to our attention, occupy- 
ing half a page. Thirty-four loans were made during the year 
amounting to $9,900.00; total loans outstanding $21,554.50; 
balance on hand available for use $19,305.86. Evidently the 
young folks of our sister State are ignorant of the existence of 
this Fund or are so well fixed financially that they do not need 
help. After a period of six years or more during which this 
Fund has been available it is certainly unusual to find a Juris- 
diction where the balance on hand is almost equal to the total 
loans outstanding. 

The Report on Templar Review is from the pen of Past 
Grand Commander Hugh Stirling and occupies sixty pages o 
the volume. Massachusetts and Rhode Island is thoroughly 
Teviewed in two pages with quotations from the last report 0 
R..E.-Sir Frederick I. Dana. 

The One Hundred and Fourth Annual Conclave of the 
Grand Commandery of Connecticut will be held in the City of 
Waterbury, May 5, 1931, commencing at 9 A.M. 


Disrricr or Couumsta, 1930 


The Annual Conclave of this Grand Jurisdiction was con- 
vened in the Masonic Temple, Washington, May 12, 1930. 
Four Special Conclaves were convened during the year, three 
for the purpose of conducting funeral services of deceased 
Past Grand Commanders, and the other to transact business 
relative to the formation of a Grand Commandery Band and 
to hear the report of a Field Day Committee. 

Grand Commander Roberts presents a very complete report 
of his activities for the year. Three dispensations were issued 
and no decisions rendered. He feels their present custom of 
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holding two Conclaves a month in the constituent Com- 
manderies, should be changed to one, in order to secure better 
attendance. We will comment to the effect that one stated 
Conclave a month has always been the custom in Massachu- 
setts and Rhode Island and we consider this method has 
worked successfully with us. He is optimistic regarding their 
loss in membership and in this connection says: “I have the 
utmost confidence in the ultimate triumph of the principles 
inculcated in our beautiful Orders and I am equally confident 
that an enduring faith in the Divine Providence which has so 
far watched over us and guided our footsteps will enable us 
to develop those qualities of leadership which are so essential 
to the attainment of our aims. It will also bring about a 
loyal devotion and zealous co-operation on the part of our mem- 
bership, and no one can doubt that the existence of these 
conditions will go far toward placing the Order of Knights 
Templar on the high plane where it properly belongs.” 

The Annual Report of Grand Treasurer Lohrer shows re- 
ceipts with balance on hand of $17,853.20; Disbursements 
$9,429.20; leaving a balance on hand in the General Fund of 
$8,424.00, which is $1,381.00 less than the preceding year; 
Triennial Fund $1,570.53. 

From the statistics furnished by the Grand Recorder we 
find a total membership of 3,129. Net loss for the year 143. 

The Educational Foundation Committee have made a total 
of 32 loans during the year amounting to $3,058.36. Balance 
on hand available for loans $15,699.89. 

The sum of $200.00 was appropriated for the purpose of 
purchasing certain equipment for the Knights Templar Band. 
This money to be expended at the discretion of the Grand 
Commander. 

Upon motion of R.:.E.-.Sir Hesse, the following resolution 
was unanimously adopted: “That the Grand Commandery of 
Knights Templar of the District of Columbia, hereby recom- 
mends its present Grand Commander, R.-.E.-.Sir Joseph H. 
Milans, for appointment in the official line of the Grand En- 
campment of Knights Templar of the United States of America 
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and authorizes its representatives to the Grand Encampment 
to take such measures as shall be deemed necessary to bring 
about his appointment.” 

The report on Templar Review is, as usual, from the pen 
of E..Sir James A. West who also holds the high position of 
Grand Master of Masons in the District of Columbia. We 
congratulate our distinguished frater upon this high office 
which we know he will fill with credit to himself and honor 
to the fraternity. Massachusetts and Rhode Island is courte- 
ously reviewed in two pages with quotations from the report 
of our Educational Foundation Committee. 


Encuanp anp Watns, 1929 


Two Conclaves of the Great Priory were held during 1929, 
one on May 10th and the other December 13th at Mark 
Masters Hall, London. 

Probably due to the ignorance of your Scribe, we are unable 
to find that very much business was transacted except the 
routine of election and installation of officers together with a 
few changes in the laws of the Great Priory. Warrants were 
granted for the formations of new Preceptories at Bathey 
and Bedford. A Centenary Warrant was granted to the 
Plains of Tabor Preceptory in Lancashire, it having worked 
for one hundred years. There are about 262 Preceptories 
under the Great Priory with an average membership of 25 to 
30, which im our opinion gives a much greater opportunity for 
fellowship and mutual understanding than a membership 
running into the hundreds, as we function here in the land of 
Uncle Sam. The Great Treasurer, instead of Grand Treas- 


urer, reported a balance in their Gener

Froripa, 1930 


The Officers and Members of the Grand Commandery of 
Florida assembled at the Lakerigion Hotel, in the City of 
Winter Haven on Tuesday, March 18, 1930 and, escorted by 
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several of the Constituent Commanderies, proceeded to the 
Civie League Building where the Grand Commandery was 
convened in their Thirty-sixth Annual Conclave. 

The Annual Address of Grand Commander Head occupies 
thirteen pages of the Proceedings and we find two dispensa- 
tions issued, one refused, together with a number of minor 
decisions rendered. Both dispensations and decisions were 
commented upon by Committee on Jurisprudence. He states 
the year has been uneventful and attributes their heavy loss 
in membership more to the financial condition than to lack of 
interest. 

From the Annual Report of Grand. Recorder Webster we 
find a net loss in membership of 372. A total of 108 were 
Knighted during the year, while 483 were suspended for non- 
payment of dues. 

Grand Treasurer Moyer reports receipts with balance on 
hand of $9,983.47; Disbursements $4,015.92; leaving a balance 
on hand in the General Fund of $5,967.55; Triennial Fund 
$4,841.78. 

The Educational Foundation Committee have made a total 
of thirty-one loans during the year amounting to $5,965.00. 
The average amount loaned to each student was $194.00. 

R..E..Sir H. O. Snow, Inspector General, submits a fine 
report of his activities and we will quote one paragraph: “T 
note from the Grand Recorder’s report that a few of the Com- 
manderies have re-elected their Commanders for another year. 
This is, we think, very poor policy and attention has been 
called to this before. If a Commandery has any officer material 
in its line, this is a very certain way to destroy the ambition 
of such men, and will sooner or later result in a lack of interest 
in our beloved Order, and a slump in the work of such Com- 
manderies.” We would comment on this statement to the 
effect that there are two sides to this question, but on the 
whole we are inclined to agree with R..E..Sir Snow. 

On the afternoon preceding the Annual Conclave the 
Officers and Members of the Grand Commandery enjoyed a 
delightful automobile trip through the homes of the Polk

County Commanderies and at six o’clock were tendered a 
dinner in the Bartow Temple, served by the ladies of Tropical 
Chapter, Order of the Eastern Star. During the evening the 
Order of the Temple was exemplified by the degree team of the 
Polk County Commanderies and this was followed later in 
the evening by an entertainment and dance. 

The time and place of the Thirty-seventh Annual Conclave 
is not mentioned in the Proceedings, evidently this matter will 
be settled at a later date. 


Groreia, 1930 


The Sixty-ninth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Georgia was convened in the Masonic Temple, 
City of Macon, May 14-15, 1930. The volume opens with a 
full page portrait of R.-.E..Sir Charles L. Bailey, Grand 
Commander 1929-1930 followed by a short biographical 
sketch. Previous to the formal opening of Grand Com- 
mandery there was a Parade, and Service of Worship at the 
Christ Episcopal Church. 

Quoting the words of the Committee on Grand Commander’s 
address and in which we concur: “We have carefully read the 
report of the Grand Commander and gladly acclaim the ad- 
dress to be a masterpiece of rhetoric and logic, fully covering, 
with the virtue of brevity, all parts worthy of the consideration 
of this body. Alertness, watchfulness and conservatism have 
been the dominant factors which have characterized his ad- 
ministration during the present year.’ He did not feel that 
the results to be obtained from holding an Officers’ Conference 
would justify the expense, so instead, wrote a personal letter 
to each Commander and Recorder in the State, calling upon 
them to do their utmost to strengthen the Templar lines during 
the coming year. Four dispensations were issued and several 
minor decisions rendered, all being approved by Jurisprudence 
Committee. Here is something new and it sounds good to 
your Scribe: ‘In the early part of my administration, I created 
a new office, that of Personal Ambassador for the Templar

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Year. This office was conferred upon E..Sir Park A. Dallis, 
to enable him to further his efforts to promote Templarism, 
especially by instructing and restoring enthusiasm to the less 
flourishing Commanderies, which he has done to my entire 
satisfaction.” After careful consideration, the Grand Com- 
mander decided to revoke the Charter of Bethany Com- 
mandery No. 31, and this was done under date of March 16, 
all paraphernalia, rituals, etc., being taken in charge by 
E.-.Sir Armstrong in the name of the Grand Commandery. 

Grand Recorder Woods presents a very complete and well 
written report of his year’s work and from his statistics we 
find a total membership of 6,885. Net loss for the year 399. 
It is refreshing to note that our distinguished frater not only 
filled his position of Grand Recorder in a highly efficient man- 
ner but also found time to inspect and visit a number of the 
constituent Commanderies which shows his heartfelt interest 
in Templarism. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer we find 
receipts with balance on hand of $41,720.75; Disbursements 
$17,922.48; leaving a balance on hand in the General Fund of 
$23,798.27; Triennial Fund $1,490.80. 

The Educational Foundation Committee have made a total 
of 81 loans to 35 girls and46 boys, aggregating $16,780.00. We 
note with regret that this Jurisdiction still prints the names of 
the borrowers which we, in our ignorance, cannot believe is 
a good practice. Our Proceedings are sent all over the country 
and it seems unnecessary to run the risk of embarrassment to 
these young people who come to us for aid. That the Com- 
mittee take their duty seriously is evidenced by the following 
paragraph from their report: “Our lists show this year 69 
seniors, so in another month the total number of graduates 
should amount to 365. These young graduates are not of the 
ordinary type. They are ambitious students who have been 
willing to make every sacrifice to obtain a college education. 
They have learned to work, economize, and make every dollar 
count to its utmost in purchasing power. In addition to this, 
we have tried to instill into them a sense of financial responsi- 
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bility that will cause them to take their obligations seriously 
and so live that their good names will be their best collateral.” 

R...E.Sir Charles 8. Woods writes the Report on Templar 
Review and, as in the past, it is on a very high plane. He 
devotes almost three pages to this Jurisdiction and comments 
favorably upon the business-like way in which Grand Com- 
mander Burleigh brought out the important points in his 
Annual Address. We thank him for his kindly reference to 
our efforts of last year and hope to renew our acquaintance at 
the next Triennial. 

The Seventieth Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery 
of Georgia will be held in the City of Waycross, May 13-14, 
1931. 


Ipauo, 1929 


The Twenty-sixth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Idaho was held in the City of Lewiston, May 16-17, 
1929. The volume opens with fine portraits of both the in- 
coming and outgoing Grand Commanders. 

Grand Commander Chester G. Taylor presents a short but 
well written address in which he states that he has visited all 
of the fifteen Commanderies in his Jurisdiction and was de- 
lighted at the reception accorded him in each case. All but 
one of the Commanderies were inspected during the year and 
all ratings are high. Five dispensations were issued and one 
refused, with no decisions rendered. Under Appointments we 
are pleased to see the name of E..Sir Alton H. Roark from 
this Jurisdiction as Grand Representative of Idaho near the 
Grand Commandery of Massachusetts and Rhode Island. Like 
most Grand Commanders, he is much disturbed at their loss 
in membership and in this connection says: “After creating a 
new member we take too little interest in him. He is appar- 
ently left to shift for himself. Our work as a Christian 
organization has not been completed when we have conducted 
a candidate to the Altar and bound him by the solemn vows of 
our Order. We ourselves are bound to stimulate him by pre- 
cept and example and persevering effort to imitate the virtues 
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of the Immaculate Redeemer. The strength and effectiveness 
of our organization is not measured by its numerical greatness. 
Our Lord’s first followers were few in number, but they were 
powerful and invincible because dominated by the spirit of 
truth and love.” 

The Grand Treasurer reports receipts with balance on hand 
of $11,940.40; Balance on hand in the General Fund $1,384.67; 
Triennial Fund $399.25; Educational Fund $1,246.36; Charities 
Fund $875.90. 

A total of seventy-cight loans have been made by the Edu- 
cational Foundation Committee since the creation of the Fund, 
twenty-two of which were made during the past fiscal year, 
amounting to $2,700.00. The beneficiaries represent students 
attending all of Idaho’s educational institutions, the greater 
number attending the State University at Moscow. We note 
with regret that this Committee print the names of the bor- 
rowers in their report. 

From the Annual Report of the Committee on Chartered 
Commanderies we find a total membership of 1,596. Net loss 
for the year 63.

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tendered him. Under the head of Progress he says: ‘The 
time has come when we must get aboard the train of progress, 
or be left standing on the platform as the train pulls out. 
Modern science and invention has shifted our mode of living 
to higher and better standards. The time has come when 
Rituals alone, beautiful as they are, cannot be depended upon 
to keep all Sir Knights interested. Good roads, inclosed 
cars, radio, talkies, jazz, gas and bridge, are all beckoning.

While the teachings of our Order are 
Christian in character, there is no reason why we shouldn’t 
enjoy the things in our Order that we do in private life. There 
should be more Ladies’ parties and dances. During this 
entire year not a single dispensation has been requested to 
appear in full uniform in this State.” We think the Grand 
Commander of Idaho has hit the nail on the head as we have 
found from many years of experience in this Jurisdiction that 
Ladies’ nights and other social affairs help greatly to keep up 
the interest in Templarism. 

The Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer shows receipts 
with balance on hand of $12,526.85; Disbursements $7,022.90; 
leaving a balance on hand of $5,503.95 distributed as follows: 
General Fund $1,228.00; Educational Foundation $2,563.53; 
Triennial Fund $683.00; Charities Fund $1,029.40. 

From the Annual Report of the Committee on Chartered 
Commanderies we find a total membership in Idaho of 1,534. 
Net loss for the year 62. 

The Educational Foundation Committee have made a 
total of 37 loans amounting to $4,165.00. They submit a 
very complete and lengthy report of their activities but we 
note with regret that the names of the borrowers are still 
printed in the Proceedings. 

The Twenty-Eighth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Idaho will be held at Sandpoint, May 22-23, 1931.

The Seventy-fourth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Illinois was convened in the City of Decatur, 
September 6, 1930. Following the adjournment of the opening 
session of the Grand. Commandery an unique and impressive 
ceremony was performed in the dedication of a Memorial 
Fountain to Sir Knight M. L. Harry, a prominent citizen and 
Mason of Decatur, by Sir Knight Louis L. Emerson, Past 
Grand Commander, Grand Treasurer of the Grand Encamp- 
ment, and Governor of Illinois. For many years this Juris- 
diction has held a fine parade during the Annual Conclave and 
this year was no exception. Over 5,000 Sir Knights that par- 
ticipated in the devotional and patriotic services at Millikin 
Field, the end of the line of march, proclaimed again the slogan 
of the Order for God and Country and fittingly sealed the 
closing of another annual public function. Grand Master 
Sharp and several line officers of the Grand Encampment 
were present together with many presiding and Past Grand 
Commanders from other Grand Jurisdictions. 

Grand Commander David W. Isenhour presents the finest 
Annual Address of any we have read this year and we will 
quote a few lines in regard to same from the report of the 
Committee on Grand Commander’s Address: “The most re- 
markable part of his address is in the fact that the Grand 
Commander had attended the Inspection of every Com- 
mandery in Illinois, 84 in all, a record unsurpassed and that 
will stand out for years to come. What did this mean? It 
meant sacrifice of time, travel by day and night, loss of sleep, 
and hard work; but his enthusiasm, his deep interest in the 
welfare of the Order, spurred him on, and his presence at these 
visits, with his genial manner, his talk for good fellowship 
and his sincere plea for Christian living, for service to our 
fellowmen, brought inspiration and new zeal into the ranks. 
His was a labor of love for his Templar Army.” and again in 
their conclusion: “Sir Knight Isenhour, yours has been a year 
of real service, your record is above par, you spread the Chris- 
tian Spirit of a true Templar, your friends are legion, and in 
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their hearts you will always live.’ Over two hundred dis- 
pensations were granted and five refused, all being approved 
by the Jurisprudence Committee. No decisions were rendered. 
He feels that too many dispensations have been asked for 
Templar escorts to other branches and says it has placed the 
Commanderies in the position of errand boys. He is a firm 
believer in assistance for each part of the Masonic fraternity, 
but after careful study is lead to believe that this energy 
could more wisely be devoted to the Templar organization 
itself. Another pertinent comment is to the effect that the 
time is coming in Illinois when an Inspector Instructor should 
be appointed. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Recorder we find a 
total membership of 34,934. Net loss for the year 719. 

The Educational Foundation Committee have made a total 
of 217 loans during the year amounting to $45,540.00. We 
note with regret that this Committee print the names of the 
ceeaant - their report. Balance on hand available for use 
ae ee Spring reports receipts with balance on 
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logue, from which we will quote the following paragraph: 
“Too much care cannot be taken in selecting officers for the 
line of either the Commandery or the Grand Commandery. 
We must put in line, not those who are good fellows, but the 
conscientious Knight who is willing to make any sacrifice, and 
he will find he will be called upon to make many, one who will 
stand staunch and unafraid under adverse conditions; then 
we will have the ideal organization.” Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island is courteously reviewed in three pages with 
quotations from the Annual Reports of our Grand Commander 
and Inspector Instructor. 

The Seventy-fifth Annual Conclave of this Jurisdiction will 
be held in the City of Rockford at a date to be decided upon 
by the incoming Grand Commander. 


Inprana, 1930 


The Seventy-sixth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Indiana was convened in the Asylum of LaVallette 
Commandery, Evansville, May 14, 1930, with Grand Com- 
mander, Arthur F. Funkhouser presiding. The volume opens 
with portraits of the presiding Grand Commander, the in- 
coming Grand Commander, Grand Prelate and then a group 
picture of all the Grand Officers for 1929-1930. This wide- 
awake Jurisdiction always has a Parade and a series of 
splendid entertainments for their members, ladies, and guests 
from outside the State. A unique feature of this side of the 
Conclave was a debate on Tuesday evening, during an inter- 
mission at the Ball, between three ladies and three Sir Knights 
on the question: “Resolved that men spend more time on 
their own pleasures than do women.” No decision seems to 
have been rendered. On Wednesday evening the steamer 
George Washington with more than 1,000 on board went up 
the Ohio River to the United States Government Lock and 
Dam No. 47. The evening meal was served on the boat and 
was followed by dancing. When your Reviewer reads of 
these affairs he cannot help but wish that the land of the 
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“Sacred Codfish and festive Clam” would become a little 
more progressive along these same lines. 

We like the Annual Address of Grand Commander Funk- 
houser which covers twenty-two pages of the Proceedings and 
is most excellent in every detail. Twenty-six dispensations 
were granted and one refused, all being approved by the 
Jurisprudence Committee. One of his decisions was wrong 
and so reported by Jurisprudence but the error was not serious 
and no trouble resulted. He is not discouraged by their 
rather heavy losses in membership and feels that the remedy 
must come from better leadership in the Commanderies. 
While discussing this he says: “Templar Masonry is, funda- 
mentally, just as sound to-day as it was in the days of yore. 
Conditions of life have and are rapidly changing, but human 
nature has not changed and Freemasonry still has its place 
in the world for good, not supplied by any other human agency, 
instrumentality or institution.”’” He recommended a Resolu- 
tion changing the statutes so as to provide for Annual instead 
of Biennial Inspections and this was adopted by Grand Com- 
mandery. 

From the report of Grand Recorder Swintz, we find a total 
membership in the Jurisdiction of 12,699. Net loss for the 
year 323. 

The Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer shows receipts 
with balance on hand of $26,921.64; Disbursements $17,344.04; 
leaving a balance on hand in the General Fund of $9 577.60; 
Invested Funds $39,940.00. This is a fine showing and proves 
good financial management upon the part of Grand Com- 
mandery. 

Upon motion of Past Grand Commander Woodward, ap- 
proved by Jurisprudence Committee, it was voted to amend 
the Templar Laws, making the per capita tax one dollar 
instead of seventy-five cents, 

_ The report of the Inspector General is very complete and 
in our humble opinion almost too much so. We believe in 
grouping Commanderies and giving them the place and rank 
they earn, but we do not believe it advisable to group Officers 
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in like manner and show in print their relative standing. It 
seems to us that such a system if continued is very certain to 
arouse feeling against the Inspector General’s department 
without any material gain having been accomplished. It is 
the Commandery who should receive the credit and benefit 
of the high mark and not the individual officer. However 
this is the opinion of an individual and without doubt our 
Indiana fraters will do as they please, we would anyway. 

From the report of the Educational Foundation Committee 
we find a total of 143 loans made during the year amounting 
to $29,555.00. Out of a total amount of $103,060.00 loaned 
since the start of the Foundation, only $450.00 is past due, 
which we submit is a fine record. 

The Triennial Committee have completed their arrange- 
ments for the 1931 Conclave in Minneapolis and have decided 
to abandon their customary banquet and reception, in favor 
of a picnic at the Radisson Inn on Monday afternoon. 

E.-Sir Robert A. Woods presents his seventeenth Report 
on Templar Review occupying 147 pages of the Proceedings. 
It has always been a pleasure and inspiration to read his re- 
views and this year is no exception. We will quote one para- 
graph from his foreword in which the writer heartily concurs: 
“Then, let us hold fast; learn that we have a real job ahead 
of us to counteract prevailing conditions; and institute a 
search for the right Leader to pilot us into the Promised Land. 
We will begin to get somewhere when we realize that the seat 
of our trouble mainly is Lack of Leadership; shortage of 
men who know how to enthuse and lead; too many dead- 
heads in the official lines, men who want to wear the big 
jewel without working for it. If we are to recover lost ground 
and go over the Top to Victory, we will have to do it all together. 
Enlist now, before it is-too late, and pick your Captain.” 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island is thoroughly reviewed in 

four pages. 

The Seventy-seventh Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Indiana will be held in the City of Kokomo, May 
13, 1931. 
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Towa, 1930 


The Sixty-seventh Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Iowa was convened in their own quarters in 
Templar Park, June 24-25-26-27, 1930, with Grand Com- 
mander John A. Belknap presiding. Many distinugished 
guests were present including Grand Master Sharp of the 
Grand Encampment and I..Brother Louis Block, 33rd Deputy 
for Iowa of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite in the 
Southern Jurisdiction. The Officers of the Grand Commandery 
exemplified the Full Form opening of a Commandery in a 
most creditable manner. We congratulate these Officers and 
trust other Jurisdictions will follow the lead of Iowa in this 
respect. 

The Annual Address of the Grand Commander shows a year 
full of work and close attention to the duties of his office. He 
visited many of his constituent Commanderies and also found 
time to attend the Annual Conclaves of Illinois and Minnesota. 
In reference to Templar Park he says: ‘Those of us who have 
come to this beautiful spot year after year need not be told of 
its opportunities. Here we have found friends whose com- 
panionship has given us one of the lasting and most priceless 
gifts of life. Here we have been able to bring our families and 
enjoy pleasant times, full of gayety and carefree enjoyment, 
never to be forgotten.” Twelve dispensations were granted 
and three refused, all being in accord with Templar law and 
practice. The Grand Commander is at a loss to know just 
what to recommend in the case of several of his weak Com- 
manderies but feels that increased visitations by the Grand 
Officers would undoubtedly help to increase interest in Templar 
Masonry and possibly prevent several Commanderies from 
losing their Charters. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer we find 
receipts with balance on hand of $15,778.79; Disbursements 
$14,703.49; leaving a balance on hand in the General Fund of 
$1,075.30; balance on hand in the Building Fund $6,387.18. 

Grand Recorder -Brownlee reports a total membership in 
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Towa of 11,073. Net loss for the year 262. Suspensions and 
demits were less than a year ago and he feels much encouraged 
thereby. Sixty-five of their Recorders report various sums of 
uncollected dues, running from $6.50 to $1,014.00 for each 
Commandery, amounting to $8,000.25. 

An Emergency Conclave was convened in the City of 
Spencer, June 23, 1930, for the purpose of paying the last 
tribute of respect and conducting the Templar Funeral Service 
for Past Grand Commander Ace Webster. This was the first 
time in the history of the State that the entire Grand Com- 
mandery was present for a funeral service. 

The Report of the Trustees of Templar Park show they are 
on a sound financial basis and this is further emphasized by 
their recommendation that all expenditures for support and 
maintenance of the Park and all interest and indebtedness on 
same, be paid in future from the receipts of its operation. In 
addition to paying for improvements and repairs during the 
past year, they have sent to the Grand Recorder the sum of 
$5,000.00 and have a balance on hand of $2,185.74. We hope 
sometime to have the privilege of visiting this home which we 
consider an outstanding example of Templar farsightedness 
and fraternal accomplishment. ; 

Instead of an Inspector Instructor at the head of their 
Inspection System this Jurisdiction has a Board of Instruction, 
composed of three, who are in charge of this department. They 
submit a very complete report of their activities and we will 
quote one paragraph of their Conclusion: “The work of our 
Order is beautiful. Nothing can surpass it. Let us prepare 
ourselves to portray it truthfully and in such a manner that it 
will stand out in the minds of our candidates as a bright, 
never-to-be-forgotten event in their lives.” 

The Educational Foundation Committee report a total of 
87 loans made aggregating $22,695.00 in amounts varying from 
$90.00 to $300.00, which is the maximum amount loaned to 
any student in one year. Balance on hand $12,142.15. 

On motion of Sir Knight J. A. West, it was voted to appro- 
priate the sum of $1,000.00 for the purpose of paying the ex- 
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penses of an Iowa Templar Band to the Triennial Conclave in 
Minneapolis. 

And now we come to one of the best Reports on Templar 
Review that comes to our attention, by Past Grand Com- 
mander Charles C. Clark. He has a wide knowledge of Tem- 
plarism in all its phases and is not afraid to express his own 
opinion which is always sound. He gives the best reason for, 
and solution of, present Templar conditions that we have 
found, in his Conclusion: “We would start with the line officers 
of the Grand Commandery and see that they know ritual and 
tacties well enough to advise and instruct. Have them go out 
and visit, even at some expense to themselves—earn their 
Spurs, not be mere chairholders, feeling secure once they start; 
have them exemplify Full Form opening—not some selected 
Commandery and have them do it perfectly—why not? Too 
often have we heard representatives say: ‘The Grand Officers 
cannot do work accurately—why should we?’ Have a Grand 
Commander who will spend some considerable time visiting 
around, who will have a speech—better speeches—on live 
Templar topics and if he cannot compose one get an able 
frater to write it and then commit it—off-hand is always best, 
but few are so equipped—let him hold a tight rein over his 
Commanders, spur them up, fill them full of Knightly fire, a 
Passionate love of Templar traditions, hopes, aspirations, 
ideals, the Educational movement. In fine, let him be a real 
leader, no mere statistician, census-taker on head merely of a 
Sean ee eeerrernner ie 
sdontily Goud an merely preside over 
ae ee one aves, more than passably confer Orders—when 
pia saat A a 5 oe on every Chapter member and 
Bhiie, casein aie a ae er prospers and when candidates do 
CA ogee he rders are so conferred as to make them 
that thie cree a eS Pet, Ley a 
ae i € on the job and let no sentimental regard 

g service harm the Commandery. Dues must not 
accumulate—better wipe the slate and give the frater a new 
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chance rather than load him with an accumulation he simply 
cannot pay, but must drop out.” 

The Sixty-eighth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Iowa will be held at Templar Park, Spirit Lake, 
commencing July 7, 1931. 


Kansas, 1930 


Following the Annual Parade and Review the Grand Com- 
mandery of Kansas was convened in their Sixty-first Annual 
Conclave in the City of Coffeyville, May 13, 1930. On the 
evening preceding the Conclave the Order of the Temple 
was exemplified by the Grand Officers in a highly creditable 
manner. We are sure this exemplification must have proved 
an inspiration to the officers of the constituent Commanderies 
and we congratulate these Grand Officers upon having 
sufficient courage to tackle the job. In our humble opinion a 
similar movement would be beneficial in many Jurisdictions 
as it would show the rank and file that Grand Officers can, and 
do, practice what they preach, both in respect to correct 
ritual and proper floor movements. Many Grand | Officers 
of to-day are laying the blame for present conditions | in 
Templarism, upon the officers of constituent Commanderies, 
while in fact much of the blame lies higher up. Let us hope 
that other Grand Jurisdictions will follow the lead of Kansas 
in this respect. 

The Annual Address of Grand Commander Perry reflects the 
high ideals and lofty inspirations which have evidently in- 
spired him in the performance of his official duties. Referring 
to present Templar conditions he says: “It has been my hope 
through the months, and is now, that all Sir Knights realize 
that they are not the first and will not be the last to face 
problems which at the moment seem to threaten the best 
interests of the Order; that neither blind optimism nor down- 
hearted pessimism has any place in true progress, but rather 
those knightly traits of determined purpose and undaunted 
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courage, which characteristics I pray may permeate the very 
atmosphere of this Asylum. Darkness and falsehood have 
ever been the sworn enemies of light and truth, and will 
always be until Christ reigns supreme over all the earth.” 
Nine dispensations were granted and one refused, all being 
approved by Jurisprudence Committee. R..E..Sir Perry 
recommended that the salary of the Grand Recorder be in- 
creased from $750.00 to $1200.00 per year and this was ap- 
proved by Grand Commandery. His conclusion is of very 
high calibre and we would like to quote at length but unfor- 
tunately space forbids. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer we find 
receipts with balance on hand of $44,081.14; Disbursements 
$41,201.17; leaving a balance on hand in the General Fund of 
$2,879.97; Triennial Fund $5,662.38. 

_Grand Recorder Strain presents a very complete report of 
his department and we find a total membership of 13,955. 
Net loss for the year 457. Suspensions and demits 640. 

Owing to the fact that the Educational Foundation Com- 
mittee received a refund from the Grand Encampment they 
have been able to make more loans than usual, 92 loans 
amounting to $27,537.50. Balance on hand available for use 
in this respect $18,679.16. 

E.Sir Albert K. Wilson presents his usual well written 
report on Templar Review with Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island well covered in two pages. 

The Sixty-second Annual Conclave of the Grand Com-

The Eighty-third Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Kentucky was held in the Asylum of Newport 
Commandery No. 13, in the City of Newport, commencing

Previ- 
ue the formal opening of the Grand Commandery on the 
ee a Public Reception was held in the Auditorium of the 
ager Temple where an address of welcome was made on 
vo a oe City of Alexandria by the Mayor, Sir Knight 

Grand Commander Pitts was unable to visit many of his 
Constituent Commanderies on account of pressure of business. 
Seven dispensations were issued, all being approved by the 
Jurisprudence Committee. No decisions were rendered. 
Calvary Commandery No. 15 surrendered their Charter and 
by order of R..E..Sir Pitts their property was taken over by 
Grand Commandery.

From the Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer we find 
receipts with balance on hand of $19,760.48; Disbursements 
$11,948.49; leaving a balance on hand in the General Fund, 
including a Savings Bank Deposit, of $9,360.06; Triennial 
Fund $851.93. 

The Acting Grand Recorder reports a total membership of 
2,943. Net loss for the year 198. 

The Educational Foundation Committee report a total of 
40 loans made during the year amounting to $7,220.00. It is 
interesting to note that the sum of $1,581.70 was repaid in 
principal and interest by borrowers as against $886.00 the 
previous year. It is the opinion of the Committee that the 
present system of loaning only to Juniors and Seniors is the 
correct: one to follow as these students are more apt to finish 
their four year course than the students in lower classes and 
so the funds come back quicker and are put to work again. 

A Resolution was presented to have the salary of the Grand 
Recorder reduced from $720.00 a year to $300.00 and we are 
glad to note that this was turned down by Grand Commandery. 
We are firmly of the opinion that the salaries of most Grand 
Recorders are entirely too low for the responsibility they 
carry and the amount of work required of them. Several 
other Resolutions were presented but as they are of local 
interest only, we will not discuss them. 

The Report on Templar Review is once more from the pen 
of Past Grand Commander Albert B. Davis and we must 
pause to congratulate him upon his election to the office of 
Grand Recorder of the Grand Commandery of Louisiana. 
He devoted two and one half pages to our Jurisdiction and 
reviews us in a most thorough and courteous manner. : ?

We note with pleasure that our own Harry 
Pollard was present in the capacity of Official Representative 
of the Most Eminent Grand Master and was accompanied by 
our Grand Commander, R.:.E..Sir Charles F. White as Grand 
Warder. R...E.Sir Pollard delivered a fine address, which is 
printed in full in the Proceedings, and also installed the Grand 
Commandery Officers for the ensuing year. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Commander we find 
fifteen dispensations granted with none refused. No decisions 
were rendered. He personally inspected six of the Constituent 
Commanderies and is pleased at the condition in which he 
found them. Most of the Commanderies held a Christmas 
observance and the sum of $519.00 was collected and dis- 
tributed in such a way as to bring cheer into the lives of those 
less fortunate. 

Grand Instructor Frank E. Southard, presents a brief report 
of his year’s activities, and we note that two Schools of Instruc- 
tion were held, one at Gardiner and the other at Houlton. He 
also attended degree work in a number of the Commanderies 
and found the ritual and drill work to be conducted in a most 
excellent manner. 

The Grand Treasurer reports receipts with balance on hand 
of $50,556.32; Disbursements $17,647.45; leaving a balance of 
$32,908.87 divided as follows: General Fund $18,813.27; 
Invested Funds $10,366.14; Triennial Fund $3,729.16. 

After a careful analysis of the membership situation Grand 
Recorder Davis comments as follows: “Thus it would seem that 
conditions are nearly or quite back to normal and it only lacks 
an additional number of applications for the Orders and more 
work by the Commanderies to cause our yearly losses to be 
changed to gains, small though they perhaps may be. It 
would certainly seem that the bottom has been reached and if 
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the officers of our Constituent Commanderies bestir themselves 
for new candidates our red ink balances are at an end, for a 
time at least.” We like this spirit of optimism and wish more 
Grand Officers would feel and express themselves likewise. 

The Annual Report of the Educational Foundation Com- 
mittee is a fine document and they have had a very active 
year. Highty-two loans were granted aggregating $17,865.00. 
The total amount of money loaned during the year is more than 
equal to the total of loans for the four preceding years during 
which the Committee has been functioning. Payments by 
borrowers are being made satisfactorily. There are at the 
present time only nine delinquents and none of those are con- 
sidered doubtful. Balance on hand available for loans 
$22,953.74. 

The Annual Competitive Drill was held in the Auditorium 
of the City Hall and won by Trinity Commandery of Augusta, 
for the second consecutive time. The work of all the drill 
teams was snappy and called forth frequent applause from the 
audience. 

Grand Recorder Davis presents his thirteenth report on 
Templar Review and says it may be an unlucky number. We 
do not agree with our distinguished frater as this review is 
fully equal to his splendid efforts of the past. Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island is courteously reviewed in two pages and 
nothing of importance escapes his attention. 

The Kightieth Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery 
of Maine will be held in the City of Portland, May 8, 1931.

A Special Conclave of this Jurisdiction was convened in the 
City of Baltimore, February 17, 1930, for the purpose of per-

The Sixtieth Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery

R..E..Sir Harry C. Walker, Grand Generalissimo 
of the Grand Encampment and Persona] Representative of the 
Most Eminent Grand Master, was escorted into the Asylum 
and cordially received by V..E.-.Sir Maeny. 

Acting Grand Commander Maeny presents a very short re- 
port of five pages and needless to say has had a very busy time 
following the sudden death of his superior officer. We will 
quote from his opening: ‘In extending this welcome, as Acting 
Grand Commander, it is with difficulty I overcome the flood of 
emotion which possesses me when I realize that my premature 
elevation to this exalted position came through the removal by 
death of a most precious jewel from the crown of our Grand 
Commandery.” Five dispensations were granted and one 
tefused, all being approved by Jurisprudence Committee 
although in our opinion another should have been refused. 

Grand Treasurer Emich reports receipts with balance on 
hand of $18,699.38; Disbursements $6,538.20; leaving a 
balance on hand in the General Fund of $12,161.18; Invested 
Funds $6,957.50. The General Fund shows an increase of 
about $1,200.00 over the preceding year. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Recorder we find a 


total membership in Maryland of 4,731. Net loss for the 


year 69. 


The Educational Foundation Committee submit a very brief 
Teport occupying less than a page, from which we deduce that 
they have loaned $5,070.00 during the year and have a balance 
ie hand of $12,198.57. In our opinion this balance is much too 
large for a small Jurisdiction and the Committee should take 
immediate steps to set this money at work. 

On motion made by R..E.Sir Charles W. Zimmerman, 
$1,500.00, or so much thereof as may be necessary, was voted 
for the expenses of the Representatives of the Grand Com- 
mandery who may attend the Triennial Conclave at Minne- 
apolis in 1931. 

At the evening session of the Grand Commandery, R.-.E.:.Sir 
Walker assisted by R..E.Sir Foster, installed the newly 
elected Officers for the ensuing year, 
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E..S..Howard M. Emmons presents his first Report on 
Templar Review and he need make no apology for his maiden 
effort. Massachusetts and Rhode Island is well reviewed in 
two pages with quotations from the last report of Inspector 
Instructor Frederick I. Dana. 

The Sixty-first Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery 
of Maryland will be convened in the City of Baltimore, in May, 
1931, the exact date to be later announced. 


Micuican, 1930 


The Seventy-fourth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Michigan was convened in the Masonic Temple, 
Flint, June 3, 1930, with Grand Commander Seth H. Jones 
presiding. From the biographical sketch accompanying his 
portrait in the front of the Proceedings, we should judge he has 
devoted much time and energy to all branches of Masonry 
during the past twenty-five years. Many distinguished guests 
were present, including M..E.-.Sir Sharp and a number of the 
line officers of the Grand Encampment. A 

Grand Commander Jones presents an excellent Address in 
which he covers thoroughly all the business pertaining to his 
Jurisdiction. Two Masonic Temples were destroyed by fire 
during the year but fortunately the Commanderies involved 
had both uniforms and equipment fully covered by insurance. 
Under Loss of Membership he says: “J do not attribute this 
lapse of membership, except in a few scattered cases, to be 
falling off in interest in the institution of Templar Masonry 
but rather it is due to the present financial condition of the 
country at large, and there is another reason at this time, many 
of our Cities have had very elaborate Masonic Temples erected 
in the last few years, which has brought a heavy burden in dues 
on the membership of Commanderies. There is no doubt in 
my mind but what this has effected a large number of the 
members of our constituent Commanderies.” Seventeen dis- 
pensations were issued and ten refused, all being approved by 
Jurisprudence Committee. He recommended that the Con- 
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tingent Fund for the Grand Commander be increased from 
$300.00 to $500.00 and this was approved and adopted by 
Grand Commandery. 

Grand Recorder Conover reports a total membership of 
15,302. Net loss for the year 366. The suspensions and demits 
were very heavy, namely 512. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer we find 
receipts with balance on hand of $71,399.15; Disbursements 
$40,313.41; leaving a balance on hand in the General Fund of 
$31,085.74; Permanent Fund $31,062.94. As we have men- 
tioned in the past, we like the way our Michigan fraters handle 
their finances. 

The Educational Foundation Committee are doing a fine 
piece of work and have made a total of 141 loans during the 
past year amounting to $27,035.00. The Committee is grateful 
to the Grand Officers for bringing the matter of the Fund to 
the attention of the Sir Knights on all possible occasions. 

Inspector General Mackey presents a very complete report 
of the activities of his department and it is interesting to note 
from his statistics the unpaid dues in the Commanderies have 
been reduced $3,000.00 since the last report. He feels the 
Schools of Instruction have had much to do with the high 
standing and ratings made by the Commanderies. 

A petition was received for a new Commandery in Dearborn 
but the Committee, after careful consideration, felt it unwise 
to grant this request at the present time. Naturally their 
decision was supported by Grand Commandery. 

We have spoken in the past of the wonderful work being done 
by the Hospitalers Committee and only wish our space would 
permit us to go into this in detail. This is a most worthy 
objective and the Committee functions in a highly efficient 
manner.

Mississippi, 1930 


The Seventieth Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery 
of Mississippi was convened in the City of Meridian, April 28, 
1930. We must pause to congratulate the Grand Recorder on 
his promptness in getting out the Proceedings, as our copy 
reached Turners Falls in less than three weeks from the time 
the Conclave was held. The volume opens with a fine portrait 
of the incoming Grand Commander, R.:.E.:.Sir Marsh Hainer, 
who has been active in Mississippi Masonry for many years, 
being Grand Master of the Grand Lodge in 1923. 

The Grand Commander’s Address is brief, but right to the 
point, and it is quite evident that he is a natural executive. He 
reports a few Dispensations issued, but these are not printed 
in the Proceedings, we assume they were approved by his 
Jurisprudence Committee, Forty of the old Rituals have not 
been turned back by the Commanderies and he recommends 
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that action be taken to repossess the Rituals or secure settle- 
ment therefor. Following his recommendation, and that of 
the Finance Committee, legislation was enacted which will 
empower the Grand Commander to have an audit made of the 
finances of any Commandery in the Jurisdiction which, in his 
judgment, requires same, the expense of such audit to be 
borne by the Grand Body. We are pleased to quote a para- 
graph from his Conclusion which we deem pertinent and 
worthy of thought: “We are spending more than we take in. 
This has been going on for a time. It will not suffice to say 
that part of our expenditures have been gifts—the result is 
the same whatever we call it. Now in all seriousness, how long 
can this continue? Another thought—Are we employing good 
business judgment in the handling of our Educational Founda- 
tion? Don’t misunderstand me—this is no reflection on the 
Committee—you pass the regulations under which they work! 
From my point of view, the world is foolishly. eager to do some- 
thing for somebody.: There are agencies in great number, both 
state and national, bent on helping with never a thought of 
allowing someone to help himself. The work is overlapping 
now, and where the end lies, I am sure the most optimistic 
would not even venture a guess. The individual who tries to 
rise by his own force is rapidly vanishing and the goal of life 
through individual effort will eventually be unknown. I know 
I can see the world is becoming more Socialistic as time moves 
on. Sound, sane, sensible people, capable of thinking straight 
are today supporting views which a few years back would have 
been considered dangerous and almost Bolshevik. Sir Knights, 
with our limited means I believe we are covering too great a 
field. If continued, a dissipation of our resources 18 inevitable. 

From the Annual Report of the Auditor we find a balance in 
the General Fund of $13,935.16, of which $10,000.00 is in 
invested securities. ‘ 

The Grand Recorder reports a total membership of 3,367. 
Net loss for the year 67. A total of 274 were suspended for 
non-payment of dues. 

Several amendments to the Statutes were presented and 
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adopted, but lack of space will prevent our enumerating them 
in detail. Enough to say that these amendments are all pro- 
gressive and for the best interests of Templarism. 

Upon motion made by Sir Knight J. Rice Williams it was 
voted to grant a Dispensation for the formation of a new 
Commandery at Amory. 

The Educational Foundation Committee feels that it has 
amply demonstrated the value to the student personally of 
establishing a sound credit early in life, and of budgeting his 
expenses so that he operates his affairs on a strictly business 
basis. Their total outstanding loans aggregate $13,605.85 
with a cash balance of $12,451.81. 

E.Sir A. G. Ville is Reviewer and covers all the Grand 
Jurisdictions except Nevada, in 103 pages. Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island is courteously reviewed in three pages, and 
we thank him for the kindly and efficient manner in which he 
Teviews our work.

Missouri, 1930 


The Sixty-ninth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Missouri was held in the Scottish Rite Cathedral 
in the City of Joplin, Tuesday and Wednesday, May 20-21, 
1930, with Grand Commander Frank H. DeCou presiding. 

Our Missouri fraters know how to run an Annual Conclave. 
Instead of a strictly business affair, they mix business with 
pleasure and thereby increase fraternal spirit and good fellow- 
ship which is so much needed in Templarism during the 
present day and generation. Space will prevent our speaking 
in detail of their fine program of entertainment and we will 
merely state that it was complete in every way and was en- 
joyed by over six hundred Sir Knights with their ladies. 

The Annual Address of the Grand Commander occupies 
22 pages of the Proceedings and he does not hesitate to express 
his thoughts and convictions as to the present and future 
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condition and needs of Templarism in his Jurisdiction. He. 
recommended that their uniform Law and also the Educa- 
tional Foundation, be abolished or modified, but these recom- 
mendations were later turned down by the Jurisprudence 
Committee and by Grand Commandery. There is much to 
be said on both sides of these ever present questions but your 
Reviewer feels that the report of the Jurisprudence Com- 
mittee showed a careful analysis of the entire situation and 
good judgment in the decision rendered. Under condition of 
the Order he says: “There is no more trying to cover up. We 
had just as well face the cold facts now and work out a remedy 
before it is too late. We are effected with a self-satisfied 
lethargy which is slowly but surely becoming more pro- 
nounced. Prayers will be in vain unless accompanied with 
action, for we are taught that God helps those who help them- 
selves. When this Grand Body gets into action, with its 
man-power and purse and is successful in placing the con- 
stituent Commanderies on a sound financial foundation with 
a competent line of active, outstanding officers, who are 
willing to add modern ideas to medieval tradition, then, and 
then only, can we hope to see our decreasing numbers rein- 
forced to a point where we can safely say that we are on the 
road to victory.” Nine dispensations were issued, all being 
approved by the Committee on Jurisprudence. J

The Forty-second Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Montana was held in the City of Helena, July 
24-25, 1929, with Grand Commander Whitworth presiding. 
The York Rite bodies of Helena arranged a fine program of 
entertainment for their guests, consisting of automobile and 
motor-boat rides, luncheons for the ladies, ete. On Wednes- 
day evening occurred the Parade of the Grand Commandery 
with twenty-one of the twenty-three Commanderies in the 
Jurisdiction participating. The Parade was followed by the 
Grand Commanders’ Ball, and in the Grand March none but 
Templars in full uniform, with their ladies, were on the floor. 
This sounds to your Reviewer like a real Templar occasion 
and we wish our own Annual Conclaves might have more of 
this friendly social atmosphere. 

Two Special Conclaves were held during the year, one at 
Great Falls on September 12,1928, for the purpose of installing 
the Grand Prelate, and the other at Helena on January 12, 
1929, for the purpose of assisting at the burial service of a Past 
Grand Prelate. 

The Annual Address of the Grand Commander is an in- 
teresting document and he has evidently attended to his 
duties ina conscientious and capable manner. Three dis- 
pensations were issued and one decision, which we would 
hardly class as such, rendered All of these were approved by 
the Committee on Jurisprudence. In spite of a severe winter 
he managed to visit all but one of his twenty-three Com- 
manderies and was gratified to find all of them comfortably 
housed, with other Masonic bodies, owning their Temples. 
But few of the Commanderies carry insurance on the members’ 
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uniforms and he recommends that action be taken along this 
line. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer we find 
receipts with balance on hand of $9,900.05; Disbursements 
$3,978.82; leaving a balance on hand of $5,921.23; Triennial 
Fund $671.50; Island of Melita Fund $1,213.00. Upon 
recommendation of the Grand Treasurer it was voted that the 
National Bank of Montana, at Helena, be designated as the 
depository bank for the funds of the Grand Commandery. 

Grand Recorder Jones reports a total membership of 2484. 
Net loss for the year 78. The suspensions exceeded the 
creations by 29. 

The Educational Loan Fund Committee present a five- 
page report in which they discuss in detail the many phases 
of their work with estimates for the future. They now have 
outstanding loans amounting to $12,819.00. Balance on 
hand available for use $2,083.63. 

On recommendation of the Committee on Jurisprudence 
the following Resolution was adopted: “That all propositions 
for the appropriation of money, whether by resolution, motion, 
or upon report of a Committee, before action thereon by 
Grand Commandery, shall be referred to the Finance Com- 
mittee for its recommendation.”

New Hampesuire, 1929 


The Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery of New 
Hampshire was convened in the Asylum of Pilgrim Com- 
mandery in the City of Laconia, September 24, 1929, with 
Grand Commander Edwin P. Hodgdon presiding. 

R..E..Sir Hodgdon, in his Annual Address, devoted con- 
siderable space to Inspection Reports made by the Grand 
Officers and also praises the Inspector Instructor very highly. 
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The Inspection System, which is very similar to our own, is 
proving very successful. Three dispensations were issued for 
public appearance and one decision was rendered. He recom- 
mended that a State-wide Conclave be held at some place to 
be hereafter designated on June 24, 1930, and that a Com- 
mittee be appointed to make all arrangements for the same, 
believing such a Conclave to be of inestimable value to 
Knight Templarism in New Hampshire. We are pleased to 
note that this recommendation was later adopted by Grand 
Commandery and the City of Laconia designated as the place 
for the Conclave to be held. 

The Educational Foundation Committee have made four- 
teen loans during the year amounting to $2,375.00. A year 
ago the rate of interest was reduced from 5 to 3 per cent, in 
order to remove any appearance of the Foundation being a 
strictly financial concern. The largest amount loaned was 
$300.00, the smallest $100.00, and they have a balance on 
hand available for use by the Committee of $10,054.88. 

From the report of the Committee on Commanderies and 
Returns we find a total membership in this Jurisdiction of 
3,242.

The Seventieth Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery 
of New Jersey was held in the City of Trenton, March 7, 1930.

Grand Commander Hayward reports a total of 38 Dispensa- 
tions granted with one refused. A number of minor decisions 
were rendered which could have been answered by the Com- 
manderies themselves if they had been familiar with their 
Constitutions. All dispensations and decisions were approved 
by the Committee on Jurisprudence, and the Grand Com- 
mander was complimented upon his conscientious attention to 
the duties of his office. 

Grand Treasurer Robert M. Silber reports receipts with 
balance on hand of $38,852.72; Disbursements $20,551.61; 
leaving a balance on hand of $18,301.11. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Recorder we find a 
total membership of 7,592. Net loss for the year 78. The 
suspensions and demits were rather high, totaling 149. 

The Instructor General and his Staff have visited 19 of the 
Commanderies and report a most cordial reception and an 
earnest desire on the part of all to receive instruction in the 
Conferring of the Orders. 

The Educational Foundation Committee have made a total 
of 30 loans during the past year amounting to $8,417.00, of 
which number 18 were to boys and 12 to girls. The maximum 
loan for any one year is $400.00; rate of interest 5 per cent, to 
begin on date of leaving college. The Committee is requesting 
the assignment of Life Insurance where possible, in order to 
further safeguard the Fund. Balance on hand available for 
loans $7,388.13. 

After discussion it was voted to assess the constituent Com- 
manderies in proportion to their per capita to Meet the 
expenses of the bands employed on Field Day. This seems a 
little drastic to us, but of course, we are not familiar with all 
the conditions attending this action. 
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The Report on Templar Review is by E.-.Sir E. A. Whitman 
and contains an interesting foreword. We note with regret 
that Massachusetts and Rhode Island is not included in this 
Review.

The Grand Recorder reports a total membership of 1,370, 
showing a net gain for the year of one. While this gain is 
small, nevertheless it is a gain, and we congratulate our New 
Mexico fraters upon their escape from the red ink reports 
which most of us face. 

It is evident that the Educational Foundation Committee 
have been right on top of their job as they report eighteen loans 
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made aggregating $7,250.00. This is twice the amount ever 
loaned by the Committee in any previous single year. Total 
amount loaned since the establishment of the Fund $12,960.00; 
balance on hand available for loans $8,645.07.

The One Hundred and Seventeenth Annual Conclave of the 
Grand Commandery of New York was convened in the Masonic 
Temple, City of Poughkeepsie, June 16, 1930, with Grand 
Commander William D. Cushman presiding. Prior to the 
opening of the Conclave the usual religious service was held in 
the First Presbyterian Church, with Pastor Earl L. Douglass 
conducting the services. Many distinguished guests were pres- 
ent from other Grand Jurisdictions including R...E..Sir Mark 
Morris, Grand Junior Warden of the Grand Encampment and 
Personal Representative of the Most Eminent Grand Master. 

The Annual Report of the Grand Commander is @ well 
written and interesting document occupying ten pages. Fifty- 
one dispensations were granted and three refused, several 
rulings of a routine character were made. Under the head of 
Observations he says: “Awake: Lay aside Fear. Impress your 
personality upon your Commandery. Do something. Organ- 
ize something. Enthusiasm is contagious. Express it.

Nothing can be done without courage. Don’t sit and wish for 
success. Give all you have intelligently and cheerfully. Use 
every instrument at hand. Use your notices to deliver the 
result of this effort into the hands of your members.” This is 
straight from the shoulder, R.:.E..Sir Cushman, and we wish 
all incoming Commanders of Constituent Commanderies might 
have this portion of your Address brought to their attention.

The Fiftieth Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery 
of North Carolina was convened in the City of Concord, 
May 14, 1930, with Grand Commander Frederick F. Bahnson 
presiding. On Wednesday evening the Grand Commandery 
were the guests of Cannon Commandery U. D. at a delightful 
banquet at the Hotel Concord. At the conclusion of the 
banquet the lines were formed and marched to the First Pres- 
byterian Church where services were conducted by Sir Knight 
and Rev. J. C. Rowan, Prelate of Cannon Commandery.

The Annual Address of Grand Commander Bahnson is a 
very complete and inspiring document and it is evident that 
he has taken the duties of his high office very seriously. On 
June 24, 1929, he constituted and installed the Officers of Reid- 
ville Commandery whose Charter was granted at the last 
Annual Conclave. On December 9, 1929, he granted a dis- 
pensation to 45 Knights Templars in Concord to form a 
Commandery, to be known as Cannon Commandery.

Grand Commander Dunn has visited twenty of the twenty- 
two Commanderies in his Jurisdiction and says it has been the 
finest experience of his life to meet so many Knights who are 
and of right ought to be the finest men on earth. Five dis- 
pensations were granted and two refused, with several minor 
decisions rendered, all being approved without comment by 
the Committee on Jurisprudence. After careful investigation 
he allowed Bethlehem Commandery to surrender its Charter 
for the purpose of consolidating with Delta Commandery 
No. 19. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer we find 
receipts with balance on hand of $20,453.60; Disbursements 


$12,209.18; leaving a balance on hand in the General Fund of 
$8,244.42; Invested Funds $4,250.00.

reports a total membership in 
Oregon of 3,651. 


Net loss for the year 116. Four Command- 
eries show 4 gain, seventeen a loss, and two just held their own. 

On Wednesday evening the Knights and their ladies were 
tendered a sumptuous banquet followed by a Reception and the 
annual Grand Cornmander’s Ball, which was largely attended. 

The Educational Foundation Committee have made a total 
of 29 loans during the past year amounting to $5,585.00. They 
present a fine report of their activities and we will quote one 
paragraph showing that they function in a business-like 
manner: “Several changes in policy, prompted by experience, 
have been made this year. Our interest rate has been in-

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The Annual Report of the Acting Grand Commander is a 
most complete document which with addenda occupies 137 
pages of the Proceedings. He attended 26 Commandery 
functions during the year. Seventy-three dispensations of a 
routine character were issued and a number of appointments 
made to fill vacancies caused by death. He reports that many 
of the Commanderies have a Ladies Auxiliary composed of 
wives,! daughters and sisters of the members. These organ- 
izations tend to strengthen the tie between the home and the 
Commandery and he is heartily in favor of them but sounds 
this note of warning: “I strongly disapprove, however, of the 
growing practice to devote a large amount of space in Conclave 
notices to the affairs of the Ladies Auxiliary. In some notices 
I have received, more prominence has been given to the Ladies 
Auxiliary than the affairs of the Commandery, and in a number 
of notices a statement that a ballot would be had upon Com- 
panions eligible to the Orders of Knighthood was given under 
the same cover with a call for a meeting of the Ladies Auxiliary. 
T have no doubt that such notices were handed to the wives 
of the members of Commandery receiving the notice. In my 
ae this is a violation of our Templar Law and must be 
Seta we me Committee on Jurisprudence agreed 

g Grand Commander in this matter and recom- 
mended that no foreign matter should be contained in, or 
accompany Commandery notices but to the astonishment of 
your Reviewer this recommendation was not approved by 
Grand Commandery. We wonder why? 

Htom the Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer we find 
receipts with balance on hand of $168,289.12; Disbursements 
$87,901.22; leaving a balance on hand in the General Fund of 
$80,387.90 showing a gain of about $9,000.00 for the year; 
Invested Funds $92,760.00. This reads like a bank or cor- 
poration report and we congratulate Pennsylvania on such a 
splendid financial standing. 

The Grand Recorder reports a total membership of 42,189. 
Net loss for the year 306. The resignations and eiapensions 
total 732 with a death list of 733. 
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The Educational Foundation Committee submit a con- 
densed report of their activities and we find that $42,045.00 
has been loaned during the year, leaving a balance on hand of 
$85,438.98 which seems to us somewhat larger than it should 
be. Total amount of loans as of May 1, 1930, $208,355.00. 
The Committee feel that the Foundation is now large enough 
to meet almost any reasonable contingency in the future and 
therefore submitted the following Resolution which was 
adopted by Grand Commandery: “That the members of the 
Grand Commandery of Pennsylvania, who are voting mem- 
bers of the Grand Encampment, be and are hereby requested 
to endeavor to secure such legislation at the Triennial Con- 
clave to be held in Minneapolis in 1931, that will result in the 
elimination of any further contributions by Grand Com- | 
manderies to the Knights Templar Educational Foundation, 
and the making of any further contributions to their own 
Grand Commandery, Educational Foundation—Optional— 
with the several Grand Commanderies.” 

R..E..Sir Arthur D. Bacon succeeds the late Major Pen- 
man as Reviewer for Pennsylvania and submits a fine docu- 
ment occupying 125 pages of the volume. He opens his review 
of Massachusetts and Rhode Island with a sly dig about our 
using Knights Templars and the Appendant Orders on our 
title page but we will merely reply that after a continual use 
of same for so many years it is very doubtful if we can humor 
him by any change at this late date.

The Twenty-fourth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of South Carolina was held in the City of Charleston, 
April 3, 1930, with Grand Commander J. Winston Ivey pre- 
siding.

Florida, Tennessee and North Carolina. 

Grand Commander Ivey presents a short but well written 
Annual Address in which he covers thoroughly his work of the 
year. He has been unable to visit many of his constituent 
Commanderies but assigned some representative Sir Knight to 
each one and in this way interest was stimulated and necessary 
information acquired. Under the head of Special Events he 
says: “Last May I was privileged to perform an act, the like 
of which falls to very few Grand Commanders. I was invited 
to a Special Conclave of Laurens Commandery at which time 
- rial of the Temple was conferred on several Knights of 

a. ta _One of those dubbed on this occasion was Chief Justice 
RuGs Watts. Tam delighted that this distinugished jurist, an 
outstanding Mason, is on my staff in the parade.” No dis- 
pensations are reported and one minor decision rendered. 

The Grand Treasurer reports receipts with balance on hand 
of $19,101.74; Disbursements $7,579.36; leaving a balance on 
hand exclusive of $3,480.00 in defunct banks, of $8,042.24. 
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From the Annual Report of Grand Recorder Joseph Lindsay 
we find a total membership of 3,236. Net loss for the year 199. 
While discussing Membership he makes the following state- 
ment which appeals strongly to your Reviewer for obvious 
reasons: ‘Tam still thoroughly convinced that the appointment 
of a Grand Instructor would be of inestimable value in reviving 
interest in Templarism. The accumulated information gath- 
ered by such an officer and passing on to other Commanderies 
would help in the solution of our problems. This plan is now 
being used in several Grand Commanderies and I, therefore, 
heartily recommend that the incoming Grand Commander 
appoint such an officer without salary and that the Finance 
Committee make an appropriation to cover his actual traveling 
expenses.” We hope our fraters in South Carolina will adopt 
this recommendation as we feel sure it will prove a step in the 
right direction. 

The Educational Foundation Committee submit a very 
complete report of their activities and we note a total of forty- 
seven loans were made during the year amounting to $7,174.50. 
Balance on hand available for loans $4,477.90. é 

Many pages of the Proceedings are devoted to the celebration 
of the One Hundred and Fiftieth Anniversary of South Carolina 
Commandery but space prevents our giving this affair the 
space it deserves. 

Past Grand Commander Joseph Lindsay presents his thir- 
teenth Report on Templar Review covering forty-four Grand 
Jurisdictions in his usual thorough manner.

The Forty-Seventh Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of South Dakota was convened at the Game Lodge, 
Black Hills, June 13-14, 1930, with Grand Commander 
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William H. Tweedle presiding. This interesting volume opens 
with a full page portrait of R..E..Sir Tweedle followed by a 
group picture of four distinguished guests, Grand Master 
Sharp, of the Grand Encampment, Grand Master Hart of the 
General Grand Council, Grand High Priest Davis of the 
General Grand Chapter and I..Brother John H. Cowles 
Sovereign Grand Commander of the Ancient and Accepted 
Scottish Rite of the Southern Jurisdiction. At the conclusion 
of the usual Divine Service, a Commandery was opened in 
Full Form by Dakota Commandery, No. 1, after which the 
chairs were assumed by the Grand Officers and Grand Com- 
mander Tweedle declared the Annual Conclave duly convened. 
The Annual Address of the Grand Commander is a well 
written document and shows fine executive ability. Two 
dispensations were granted and one refused, all being approved 
by Jurisprudence Committee. He visited all the Command- 
eles in his Jurisdiction and also attended the Annual Con- 
claves of Minnesota, Wisconsin and North Dakota. Under 
the head of Observations he says: “It has always been my 
humble opinion that we should inject a little more of sound 
business principles and executive management into our frater- 
nal doings.

We are pleased 
to read an Annual Address where the Grand Commander has 
the courage of his convictions and places the blame where he 
thinks it belongs. 
Grand Treasurer E. Ray Heaton reports receipts with 
balance on hand of $6,150.03; Disbursements $3,424.82; 
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leaving a balance on hand of $2,725.21. Triennial Fund 
$795.00; Inspection Department $293.90. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Recorder we find 
a total membership of 3,421. Net loss for the year 98. The 
above figures are estimated as four of the Commanderies have 
failed to send in their Annual Returns. 

The Educational Foundation Committee submit a very 
brief report of their activities and we note that a total of 
$4,545.00 has been loaned during the year with a balance on 
hand of $3,334.66. Again we note with regret that the names 
of the borrowers are printed in the report of the Grand 
Treasurer. 

It was decided during the Conclave to have a public installa- 
tion of the newly elected officers and Grand Master Sharp 
courteously consented to preside at this ceremony. 

On Thursday evening a Reception and Ball was held in 
honor of the Most Eminent Grand Master and on Friday 
evening a Dress Parade, Band Concert and dance. 

The Forty-eighth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of South Dakota will be convened in the City of 
Mitchell sometime in July or August 1931, the exact date to 
be set by the four principal officers. 


TENNESSEE, 1930 


The Sixty-eighth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Tennessee was convened in the First Methodist 
Church of the City of Jackson, June 18, 1930. We wish to 
extend our congratulations to the Grand Recorder upon the 
promptness with which the Proceedings were issued as we 
received our copy on August 1st, which is going some. Several 
distinguished guests were present including R.:.E..Sir Curtis 
J. Neale, Grand Commander of Missouri, and Personal Repre- 
sentative of the Most Eminent Grand Master. 

Grand Commander Wofford presents a well prepared 
Annual Address and he was congratulated by the Jurisprudence 
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Committee on his clear conception of Templar duties and pur- 
poses and his earnest appeal to constituent Commandcries that 
they fully measure up to the Christian ideals and fraternal 
service on which this magnanimous Order is founded. He has 
visited twenty-two out of the twenty-six Commanderies and 
expresses keen disappointment at his inability to have visited 
all. On April first and second in company with several Grand 
Encampment officers he attended the One Hundred and Fif- 
tieth Anniversary of the establishment of Knight Templarism 
in America, in South Carolina Commandery No. 1, Charleston. 
In order that the membership at large may become more con- 
versant with the work of the Educational Foundation, he 
recommended that the Secretary of the Committee, once a 
month, advise all members of the existing status of the Fund.

Committee and adopted by Grand Commandery. 

The Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer shows receipts 
with balance on hand of $33,426.82; Disbursements $12,767.83; 
leaving a balance on hand in the General Fund of $20,658.99 
which is a gain of $650.00 for the year. 

From the Annual Report of Grand Recorder Stith M. Cain 
we find a total membership of 4,610. Net loss for the year 


241. The suspensions and demits were very heavy, totaling 
403. 


The Educational Foundation Committee have made a 
total of fifty-one loans amounting to $9,075.00 of which forty- 
one were to boys and ten to girls. 

Grand Prelate Knickerbocker presented the following 
Resolution which was adopted by a standing vote: “Be it 
Resolved by this Grand Conclave, That they pledge themselves 
both in their private life and in their public utterance to the 
furtherance of the enforcement of all our laws and the 
establishment of the principles of the religion of Christ in all 
of our institutions so that the glory of God will cover the world 
as the water covers the sea.” 

The Triennial Committee recommended an appropriation of 
$1,000.00 to be used for souvenirs at Minneapolis, but the 
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Finance Committee turned this down in view of their member- 
ship losses of the past year. 

Sir George W. Doughty presents his first report on Templar 
Review and we wish to congratulate him upon a very fine 
document. He has an interesting foreword and makes a 
thorough review of forty-three Grand Jurisdictions including 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island. We thank him for his court- 
eous reference to our efforts of last year. 

The Sixty-ninth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Tennessee will be held in the City of Nashville in 
May, 1931. The exact date will be determined later by the 
Grand Commander. 


Texas, 1930 


It is always a distinct pleasure to receive our copy of the 
Proceedings of this Jurisdiction as they have, what we would 
class as, a real Annual Conclave. They not only attend to 
their business affairs in an efficient manner, but also have a 
program of interest for the Sir Knights and guests in attend- 
ance, consisting of Schools of Instruction, Devotional Exer- 
cises, a Parade and Competitive Drills. In fact, the notice of 
this four-day Conclave reads like a program of a Triennial 
Conclave of the Grand Encampment. 

This Seventy-seventh Annual Conclave was convened in 
the Masonic Temple, Port Arthur, April 9, 1930, with Grand 
Commander Phil L. Sanders presiding. 

The Annual Address of the Grand Commander covers thirty- 
four pages, including addenda, and he has had some difficult 
situations to handle. He is not afraid of cleaning house in the 
way of suspensions and in this connection says: “A careful 
study of this condition, not only in this Jurisdiction, but in 
other Grand Jurisdictions, has caused your Grand Commander 
to reach this conclusion, that the best interests of the Order 
can and will be served by insisting upon the subordinate Com- 
manderies making these suspensions without delay, with the 
further conclusion that in due time, the best interests of the 
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Order can and will be best served, by adopting the policy of 
only seeking to have those retained on the rolls, as may be 
interested enough in the Order to live up to its requirements 
in every respect.” Nineteen dispensations were granted and 
five refused, all being approved by Jurisprudence Committee. 
Several decisions were rendered and some constructive work 
done in straightening out the finances in a number of his 
Constituent Commanderies that had wandered from the 
straight and narrow path. 

Grand Treasurer Clarkson reports receipts with balance on 
hand of $32,241.41; Disbursements $16,291.54; leaving a 
balance on hand in the General Fund of $15,949.87; Reserve 
Fund $32,677.00; Triennial Fund $5,563.24. 

The Committce on Returns report a total membership of 
17,641. Net loss for the year 384. The suspensions and 
demits were very heavy, totaling 914. 

Our Texas fraters feel that the Chapter should continue to 
bea necessary step between the Blue Lodge and Commandery 
and in this connection the following Resolution was proposed 
and adopted. “That the Grand Commandery of Texas now 
80 on record as opposing any and all efforts to effect the pro- 
posed innovation; that it will exert every effort to maintain the 
traditional standards heretofore required, jealously guarding 
and zealously defending them against any changes which would 
dwarf its dignity by modifying the requirements essential to a 
full appreciation of the profound significance of the Orders of 
Templar Masonry.”

R.-.H.-.Sir 
Kidd accords two and one-half pages to Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island and reviews us thoroughly. We hope to have 
the pleasure of meeting him personally in Minneapolis. 
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The Seventy-eighth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Texas will be held in the City of El Paso, April14, 
1931. 


Uran, 1930 


The Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery of Utah 
was convened in the Masonic Temple, Park City, May 13, 
1930, with Grand Commander Roderick W. Macdonald pre- 
siding. Despite the fact that this conclave was held in May, 
we did not receive our copy of the Proceedings until October 
10, which necessitates a somewhat hasty review on our part. 

The Annual Address of the Grand Commander is short but 
complete. He visited all the Commanderies in his Jurisdiction 
and is pleased with their general condition.

This action was fully 
approved by the Jurisprudence Committee and Grand Com- 
mandery. He recommended the appointment of an Inspector 
General and later in the Conclave a motion to this effect was 
adopted by Grand Commandery, and Colonel Lewis of Salt 
Lake was appointed to this important position. No dispensa- 
tions were granted nor decisions rendered. 

Grand Recorder Epperson reports a total membership in 
Utah of 927. Net gain for the year 8. We congratulate our 
good fraters upon this good showing. : 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer we find 
receipts with balance on hand of $4,005.59; Disbursements

VERMONT, 1930 


The Highty-eighth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Vermont was held in Morrisville, June 24, 1930. 
The volume opens with a full page portrait of Grand Com- 
mander Thomas C. Cheney and following this a group picture 
of officers and guests where we note the genial faces of Grand 
Commander White and R..E.-Sir Pollard of our own Juris- 
diction. Between the morning and afternoon session of the 
Conclave, a splendid parade was given, followed by Review 
by Grand Commander Cheney, at which the Governor of the 
State, His Excellency John E. Weeks, a Knight Templar, 
assisted. 

The Annual Address of R.:.E.-.Sir Cheney is a model docu- 
ment in every way and we wish to state that it is one of the 
best that has come to our attention. He attended the Annual 
Conclaves of all the New England States and was present at 
all but one of the Inspections held in Vermont, illness pre- 
venting him from a perfect score in this respect. Grand 
Commander Cheney feels very strongly that the Jurisdiction 
should have the services of a competent Instructor in order 
that the Commanderies may have uniform ratings, but says 
this office was discontinued two years ago because no one 
could be found who was willing to devote the necessary time 
such an office requires. We will comment to the effect that 
in our opinion such a man could be found if the Jurisdiction 
is willing to pay a proper salary for his services and needless 
to say he will certainly earn all he gets and more too. Have 
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a well paid Inspector Instructor, give him a free rein over the 

Inspection System, and any Jurisdiction will immediately 
begin to prosper. Massachusetts and Rhode Island feel that 
the best investment we have is in the salary of our Inspector 
Instructor and this is after an experience of fourteen years’ 
duration. R.-.E.-.Sir Cheney feels that some of the Com- 
manderies are not making the proper effort to get candidates 
and keep up the interest in Templarism which they should 
and in this connection says: “Let us show the fighting spirit 
of the ancient Templar by putting on our armor and, with 
determination, go forth to battle for our own splendid organ- 
ization and its high ideals. There should be a reawakening 
of the Order and a re-dedication, and that from top to bottom. 
Let us bring back those who may have faltered by the wayside 
and attract those who are worthy and eligible, all of which 
can be done through the wonderful lessons of Templarism and 
the lessons exemplified in our own lives. It can be done; it 
needs only the will and purpose to do it. It is not enough to 
indulge in pleasant thoughts about the beneficent ideals in- 
culcated in this great Order, or upon what it has accomplished 
for the world in the past. The day of action is upon us right 
now. ‘The time for moralizing and theorizing is past. The 

time for work is at hand. Shall we lie down supinely? Rather,

Grand Treasurer Whitney reports receipts with balance on 
hand of $17,144.56; Disbursements $5,689.39, leaving a 
balance on hand in the General Fund of $11,455.17; Invested 
Funds $5,100.00. 

The Educational Loan Fund Committee have made a total 
of thirty-three loans during the year amounting to $6,465.00. 
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The past year has seen a larger demand for loans than any of 
its predecessors. 

Grand Recorder Archie 8. Harriman presents his sixth 
Report on Templar Review covering 46 Grand Jurisdictions 
in eighty pages of the Proceedings. Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island is courteously reviewed in two pages with quotations 
from last report of our Jurisprudence Committee.

Virernia, 1930 


The One Hundred and Eighth Annual Conclave of the 
Grand Commandery of Virginia was convened in the Masonic 
Temple, City of Richmond, May 15, 1930, with Grand Com- 
mander James C. Greenlay presiding. Several distinguished 
guests were in attendance including R.-.E.-.Sir John H, Dicker- 
son, Past Grand Commander of Ohio and Personal Repre- 
sentative of the Most Eminent Grand Master. 

Grand Commander Greenlay presents a well-written report 
of his administration and has granted thirteen dispensations, 
with one decision rendered which requires no comment. He 
says he was unable to make visitations to the several Com- 
manderies, but does not state why. This situation is reflected 
by the following paragraph from the Report of the Committee 
on Address of the Grand Commander: “It is with great regret 
we note that the Grand Commander visited but two Com- 
manderies other than his home Commandery, as the presence 
of the Grand Commander at the Inspections and other con- 
venient occasions is an inspiration to the officers and members 
of constituent Commanderies,”’ He recommends that the size 
of the Districts be reduced from six to four claiming this 
would make for more efficiency and reduce the traveling 
expenses. Pursuant to the Resolution adopted at the last 
Annual Conclave, he appointed an Instructor and reports 
from Commanderies who availed themselves of his services 
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have been most gratifying. The demand for his services, how- 
ever, was not as large as was expected. In our opinion, this 
appointment of an Instructor or Inspector is a step in the right 
direction, but after all, it is only the first step. In order to 
have the office function efficiently, the Instructor should be 
given full charge of the Inspection System, attend all Inspec- 
tions or have his Deputy do so, and of course do all the actual 
marking of the Commanderies. Let the Grand Officers make 
the Inspection and pull down all the glory and honor attendant 
thereto, but have the Instructor handle the rating of the Com- 
mandery without interference from the Grand Officers. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Recorder we find a 
total membership in Virginia of 7,212. Net loss for the year 
136. The suspensions and demits totaled 191. 

The Grand Treasurer reports receipts with balance on hand 
of $15,012.84; Disbursements $13,727.69; leaving a balance 
on hand in the General Fund of $1,285.15; Invested Funds 
$9,000.00; Triennial Fund $600.00. 

The Educational Foundation Committee present a complete 
report of their activities and we find a total of forty-nine loans 
made aggregating $10,330.00. Balance on hand available for 
use by the Committee $5,815.17. 

On motion of Past Grand Commander Baker the following 
Resolution was adopted: “At the Annual Conclave of the 
Grand Commandery of Virginia held May 15 and 16, 1930, it 
is unanimously Resolved that this Grand Commandery offer 
the name of V.-..:.Sir James H. Pierce for the office of Grand 
Junior Warden of the Grand Encampment.” 

The Report on Templar Review is from the pen of Past 
Grand Commander Robert F. Taylor who ably reviews forty- 
two Grand Jurisdictions in seventy pages of the Proceedings.

The Fifty-sixth Annual Conclave of the Grand Comment ael 
of West Virginia was convened in the City of Wheeling, ay 
21, 1930, with Grand Commander Fred M. Hawkins jpaes 
siding. A number of distinguished guests were In attendance 
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including M..E.-Sir Leonidas P. Newby, Personal Repre- 
sentative of the Grand Master and R.-.E.Sir Adrian Ham- 
mersly, Grand Recorder of the Grand Encampment. 

Grand Commander Hawkins presents a fine report of his 
activities and has prepared a careful analysis of the condition 
of his Constituent Commanderies. Several of them have not 
been able to pass a satisfactory Inspection and it is his convic- 
tion that the Commander of a Commandery is responsible to 
a very large extent for its condition and that he is the man 
to put it back on its high estate and make it what it is intended 
it should be and what at one time it actually was. Two dis- 
pensations were granted and one refused, these being approved 
by Jurisprudence Committee. He found some of his Com- 
manderies had been in the habit of granting Life Membership 
without a fixed amount of money being paid for same and 
immediate action was taken to rectify this situation. The 
writer might comment that he found himself in the same 
Position a few years ago. F 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer we find 
Teceipts with balance on hand of $18,501.56; Disbursements 
86,471.40; leaving a balance on hand in the General Fund of 
$12,030.07; Triennial Fund $6,431.39. The General Fund 
shows a gain of about $600.00 for the year. 

Grand Recorder Smith reports a total membership of 6764. 
Net loss for the year 67. Their total loss for the past five 
years is only 160 which we consider a fine showing when com- 
pared with most of us. 

The Educational F oundation Committee have made a total 
of sixty loans amounting to $11,950.00, Balance on hand 
available for use by the Committee $6,764.00. Fourteen 
borrowers have paid their loans in full during the past year, 
while sixteen have made no payments this year that were due; 
of these, three have been charged off as a total loss. 

At the Annual Meeting of the Past Grand Commanders 
Association, held at the Fort Henry Club on the evening of 
the 21st, R..E.Sir Hammersly and R..E..Sir R. L. Queisser, 
were elected honorary members of the organization.

The Seventy-first Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Wisconsin was held in the City of Oshkosh, 
October 8-9, 1929. 

This splendid volume opens with a full page portrait of 
R..E.Sir Frank M. Weinhold, Grand Commander 1928- 
1929, followed by smaller portraits of all the Grand Officers 
together with a number of distinguished guests. Many 
visitors were in attendance from other Jurisdictions and among 
these we note, Grand Master Sharp of Chicago; R..E.-Sir 
Agnew, Grand Senior Warden, and R.-.E.-.Sir Norris, Grand 
Junior Warden of the Grand Encampment. 

The Annual Address of Grand Commander Reinhold is a 
well written document occupying 22 pages of the Proceedings. 
He is pleased at the results of their Inspections this year and 
feels that the Grand Officers should make these Inspections 
instead of an Inspector General. We agree with the Grand 
Commander in part but feel that an Inspector-General or his 
deputy should be present at these Inspections and mark the 
Commanderies in order that the marks be equitable and 
uniform. Twelve dispensations were issued and three refused; 
Four decisions were rendered. We are pleased that the Grand 
Commander had the courage of his convictions in refusing the 
three dispensations as we agree with him that these occasions 
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were not the proper place for public appearance. One of his 
recommendations, which we will quote, might well be adopted 
by our own Jurisdiction: “I think that it has been amply 
demonstrated to be to the best interests of Templar Masonry 
in Wisconsin that the Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery be held in different sections of our Jurisdiction, and 
I recommend that this plan be continued. There are many 
Cities in the State that can take care of our Annual Conclave, 
and I believe that holding these gatherings in such Cities will 
very materially advance the interests of our Order in the 
‘respective communities thus associating themselves with this 
important event.” 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Recorder we find 
a total membership of 11,426. Net gain for the year 70. We 
congratulate our Wisconsin Fraters upon this nice gain and 
wish we might be as fortunate. 

The Grand Treasurer reports receipts with balance on hand 
of $39,106.79; Disbursements $30,044.14; leaving a balance 
on hand of $9,062.65; Invested Funds $10,792.13. ‘“ 

The Educational Foundation Committee report continued 
and increasing interest in the Foundation, with constantly 
enlarging usefulness. Ninety-one loans have been made during 
the year to 72 men and 19 women, ageregating $16,677.50. 
Balance on hand available for use by the Committee $11,314.10. 

R..E.Sir Eugene B. Thayer presents his usual splendid 
report on Templar Review occupying 75 pages of the volume. 
We have read with interest and profit his comments on the 
administration of the Educational Foundation and heartily 
agree with him. Massachusetts and Rhode Island is thor- 
oughly reviewed in three pages and we thank him for his 
courteous reference to the efforts of R..E..Sir Dana as 
Chairman of Jurisprudence and Inspector Instructor.

The Forty-third Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Wyoming was convened in the City of Laramie, 
July 14, 1930, with Grand Commander John A. Whiting 
presiding. R.-.E.-.Sir Whiting has been active in both the 
Masonic and political life of his State and at the present time 
holds the office of State Engineer. In addition to the duties of 
State Engineer, he is also Interstate Streams Commissioner 
and Boundary Commissioner for Wyoming, a member of the 
Capitol Building Commission and the State Board of Supplies. 
At the suggestion of the Grand Commander a very beautiful 
custom was inaugurated at this Conclave, namely, for the 
entire Grand Commandery to visit the grave of any Past Grand 
Commander who may be buried in the City where the Annual 
Conclave is held. 

Grand Commander Whiting presents a well written Annual 
Report and all of his acts were approved by Jurisprudence 
Committee and Grand Commandery. On November 29, 
1929, at a Special Conclave of the Grand Commandery he 
presented a dispensation to form and open Big Horn Com- 
mandery, U. D. As evidence of the interest manifested in 
this Conclave, he stated that many of the Sir Knights jour- 
neyed a distance of forty miles, and twelve Sir Knights a dis- 
tance of eighty-five miles, all returning to their homes at 
the conclusion of the Conclave. Grand Master Sharp ap- 
pointed R..E..Sir Whiting as his Personal Representative 
to visit the Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery of 
Nebraska and he says he will always cherish the memory of a 
most delightful visit. He visited all the Commanderies in 
his Jurisdiction and is a firm believer in this practice. On 
May 31st he attended a Special Conclave of Wyoming Com- 
mandery, No. 1, at which time His Excellency, Frank C. 
Emerson, Governor of Wyoming was Knighted. The work 
was exemplified in a most impressive manner and over one 
hundred and fifty Sir Knights were in attendance. 

The Grand Treasurer reports receipts with balance on hand 
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of $7,686.99; Disbursements $3,513.84; leaving a balance on 
hand in the General Fund of $4,123.15; Triennial Fund, 
$1,384.30. 

Grand Recorder Repath presents a fine report of his depart-

We congratulate our 
good fraters and wish that our own Jurisdiction might escape 
the general tendency toward red ink. 

The Educational Foundation Committee have Bipse = 
total of thirty-one loans during the past year amounting to 
$3,175.00. Balance on hand available for loans $4,023.69. 
The Secretary of the Committee believes that the Hid oi 
now large enough to take care of their needs and at his sug- 
gestion it was voted to present a Resolution at the next 
Triennial Conclave to secure the suspension of the annual 
assessment of $1.00 per capita for Foundation purposes. 

During the two days of the Conclave, special forms of 
entertainment were provided for the visiting ladies in the 
nature of automobile rides and bridge luncheons at the 
Laramie Country Club and at Summit Inn. On Monday 
evening a dinner, entertainment, reception and dance were 
given at Gray’s Gables. 

Past Grand Commander and Grand Recorder Richard le 
Repath presents his seventh Report on Templar Review in 
his usual able manner, He gives us some vital statistics on 
Membership in his foreword and is not at all discouraged by 
our present losses, in fact your Reviewer feels more confident 
himself after a study of R..B.Sir Repath’s analysis of the 
situation. We are pleased to quote one paragraph: “Going 
back for a moment to 1917, where we find the membership 
to be 251,000 and remembering that the normal annual 
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increase up to that year averaged slightly in excess of 7,000 
and carrying this normal increase up to 1929, we would have 
had a membership that year slightly in excess of 335,000, 
whereas, as the direct result of the abnormal increase during 
the period from 1917 to 1925, we actually had a membership 
of 441,969, or considerably more than 100,000 above the 
number we were normally entitled to. In other words we face 
the future with this large surplus of 100,000 members with 
which to meet our losses.’’ Massachusetts and Rhode Island 
is thoroughly and courteously reviewed in three pages and 
we thank him for his kindly reference to our efforts of a 
year ago. 

Once more we must congratulate Grand Recorder Repath 
upon his promptness in sending out the Wyoming proceedings 
as our copy reached us on August 24th, only a few days over 
a month from the time of the Conclave.

ConcLusIoN 


We should have more intercourse between Commanderies, 
There is no Commandery in the country that cannot enrich 
the life of all its members by the simple device of borrowing 
from the largess of culture waiting to be poured into its hands 
by neighbors beyond its boundaries. If I could, my fraters, I 
would dedicate the Commanderies of 1931 to such a continued 
exchange of correspondence, of visits, of exhibits of degree 
work, as would make each Commandery in the country aware 
in a new sense and to a new degree of the enriching blessings of 
the culture and human friendliness existing behind its own 
Asylum. 4 

Friendship is still that motive which must guide us in the 
years ahead. Customs and traditions fade away when friend- 
ship enters. Ideals may be difficult to define, but friendship 
ultimately provides its own interpretations. It is possible of 
unlimited expansion. May we not, therefore, seck during 
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coming years to give friendship its rightful place in Templarism 
and thereby bring back to our beloved Order that indefinable 
something which it seems to be in danger of losing. 

And now in closing a few words which may sound like heresy 
to some of you. Iam very positive that we should not unduly 
urge the organization of new Commanderies, since the urgent 
need recognized by all thinking Templars is that of strengthen- 
ing and rehabilitating those existing Commanderies which 
have not been able to overcome the perplexing problems facing 
them and in many instances, have all but succumbed to the 
trying tests found in various unwholesome conditions. It is to 
me most gratifying that a number of Jurisdictions have been 
able, not only to check that tendency toward disintegration in 
a number of their weak Commanderies, but have successfully 
rehabilitated and reorganized many of these wavering bodies. 
In spite of economic depression and of many other factors which 
have brought about the loss of membership so deplored by all, 
We are, nevertheless, in a stronger position today than we were 
ten years ago. To me it is the most definite sign of what can 
be done through enlightened effort and loyalty to our ideals.
